In regard to the letter from Gary Partin 
in “Voices” (Issue #4, February 2) con- 
cerning the upcoming AMA U.S. Super- 
bike race in Pomona, California, I would 
like to clarify a few points. 

The Pomona track at the Los Angeles 
County Fairgrounds has a long history 
of automobile road racing dating back 
to February 24, 1952, when the first doc- 
umented race was held there. It was an 
AAA. 100-mile stock car race promoted 
by J.C. Agajanian. Sports car racing 
began at Pomona in 1956 and continued 
through the early sixties. Such notables 
as Carroll Shelby, Bob Bondurant and 
Dan Gurney have competed at Pomona. 

An AMA feasibility test was conduct- 
ed at the facility in August of 1992. Rid- 
ers and team managers in attendance 
agreed that a motorcycle race could be 
run there if proper changes in configura- 
tion were made. At the request of the 
Fairplex, another motorcycle test was 
held there in August 1993 to evaluate 
the impact on ambient sound levels and 
additional rider input was gathered. 

The race promoters will be restruc- 
turing the track in several areas, as 
requested by the riders and the AMA. 
Ample run-off areas and repairs to the 
road surface, where needed, will be 
made to provide an acceptable racing 
surface. For the spectators' enjoyment, 
the promoters will install two pedestri- 
an bridges over the track and numerous 
grandstands for viewing the race. A 
manufacturers' midway and VIP/hospi- 
tality facilities will also be on-site. 

We hope Mr. Partin makes plans to 
attend, because Pomona will surely be a 
very exciting round of the AMA U.S.

Mike Smith was supposed to 
finish sixth according to our expert, but he ended up seventh. 
Close enough. We wrote that Thomas Stevens would end the 
series in seventh and he wound up eighth. Again, close enough. 

Tom Kipp was supposed to finish the season as the eighth- 
ranked rider, but a broken leg pushed him all the way back to 
20th. Injuries also ruined Donald Jacks' season, as well as our pre- 
diction on how the Floridian would finish. Jacks ended up 31st - 
not ninth. 

Our pick to finish 10th - that was Quarterley. He didn't like the 
pick, and he went out and did something about it. The two men 
that crept into the top 10, effectively replacing our picks of Kipp 
and Jacks, were Takahiro Sohwa (fifth) and Pablo Real (ninth). 
Sohwa did better than expected, and privateer Real ended up 
being in the points at each and every race. Those two, with Quar- 
terley's help, have made us determined to do better in 1994.

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By Paul Carruthers 
Photos by Henny Ray Abrams 


he Dale Quarterley success story 

of 1993 is a remarkable one. Not 

only did the New Englander's 

consistent season result in a sec- 
ond-place finish in the final AMA 
Superbike National Championship 
point standings, but he went out and 
won the Mid-Ohio National on his Team 
Mirage-backed Kawasaki - after 10 years 
of trying. 

What a difference a decade makes. 
Quarterley is no longer his own 
mechanic, team manager and garage 
sweeper. Thanks to his sponsorship 
from Mirage - the studio that created the 
astoundingly popular animated movie 
and television show, Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles - Quarterley now runs 
what could be the model program for 
aspiring privateers. Finally, at age 33, 
the likeable red-head was able to con- 
centrate on the job at hand - racing his 
motorcycle - and the result made Quar- 
terley the biggest success story of the 
year. 


Last year you put together the ideal 
privateer superbike team. Can we 
expect the same for 1994? 

Yes, it's the same deal as last year. We're 
going to lease the motorcycle for the 
season. We'll maintain the chassis and 
Rob (Muzzy) will build the motors. 
What happened last year was that I had 
one chassis and two motors. The motors 
are on an exchange program. We put 
one in when we get to each race, run it 
and then at the end of each race we give 
it back to Muzzy and put the other 
motor in. It worked out great last year. 
We didn't have one engine problem all 
year long - it ran perfectly every time. 
We'll have a brand new bike at Daytona. 
Have you become a faster rider, or is 
your recent success due more to the 
fact that you've been able to put 
together such a solid program? 

It's definitely a combination of things. 
The first thing is that I finally hired a 
mechanic because we had the money to 
hire somebody decent - like Ron Barrick 
last year and John McKenna this season. 
What that did was take a major load off 
me at the races. Instead of worrying 
about getting the motor running right 
because I built it, worrying if everything 
was done - I'd have to change the shock 
...you know, the list is endless. I can 
basically jump off the motorcycle now 
and explain to them what I would like 
to see changed and they will do it. That 
gave me a lot more time to focus on my 
riding. 

The bike that we finished ninth on at 
Laguna was the same motorcycle that 
we won Mid-Ohio on. Definitely as the 
season went on, I learned how to ride 
again. It had been so long since I'd been 
on something competitive and had to 
ride 100%; physically, I had to learn to 
ride again. I think that showed as the 
year went on - I definitely got faster and 
more consistent; we qualified further up 
front. 

Is Mirage pleased with the exposure 














they've received from backing your 
team, and from their participation in 
motorcycle racing in general? 

The answer is yes. Mainly they are 
pleased because our team owner, Peter 
Laird, is a real avid motorcycle enthusi- 
ast. What has made him super excited 
about the whole deal is that he set out to 
pick two local New England riders. He 
did just that and then we ended up sec- 
ond best in the country last year and 
seventh the year before; and my team- 
mate Tommy Norton finished fifth last 
year in the GNCC (Grand National 
Cross Country) Series. So he went from 
not having a team and not knowing 
what motorcycle racing was about, to 
having two of the best privateers in the 
country. He's also excited because the 
press has been with us, for the most 
part, all year long. They've given us 
high marks, and we've also done a ton 
of P.R. for the tracks. All those people 





write to the studio and tell them how 
nice it was to have their rider there for 
the weekend. That's helped a ton. 

Do you think you are at the point 
where you can actually win the cham- 
pionship? 

I think this year I stand as good a chance 
as any to win the championship - if not 
even a little more - for two reasons. One 
is that I’ve been in the States year after 
year and I've run all these tracks. And 
I've run those tracks on the same equip- 
ment. I’ve also run my own race team 
for the last five years with nothing 
changing. The others guys don't have 
that. Merkel is coming in with new 
bikes, new mechanics - he's got to get 
used to the racetracks again. Pascal 
(Picotte) and some of those guys still 
have to keep from falling down. Lucki- 
ly, that hasn't been my problem. I think 
Istand as good a chance as anybody. 
Based on what you achieved last year, 





were you surprised that you didn't get 
any offers for a factory ride for 1994? 
Yes and no. Suzuki is still Suzuki. They 
are looking for the young lions that are 
going to hold it wide open until they 
crash it. Kawasaki was under the 
impression...well, Rob (Muzzy) was 
under the impression that since I 
already talked to him about leasing a 
bike again that I was all set. By the time 
we brought up that I would be interest“ 
ed in doing something, he already had 
verbal commitments from riders. The 
Honda team only had two spots. Mike 
Smith had a second year on his contract 
and (Kevin) Magee was Honda Japan's 
pick. They wanted a GP guy. If you look 
at it that way, no I wasn't surprised. 

A lot of people thought you would have 
been at the top of Harley-Davidson's 
shopping list when they were looking 
for a rider to develop the VR1000. Did 
you think you'd hear from them? 








I thought that if Harley was 

going to go racing at some 

point, that they'd give me a 

call. Fhad talked to them 

three years ago about doing 

that project, and it's just been 

dragging on ever since. I'm 
definitely one of the best 

guys in the country today on 

sorting stuff out, so yeah, I 

was kind of surprised. I 

would have liked to have 

done it. It would have been a 

good project for me. 

Are you still pursuing a 

career in car racing, or has 

your recent success caused 

you to give that up? 

I started racing the car again 

this season after giving it up 

for two years. We're running 

a Ford Thunderbird at the 

local tracks - a Pro Stock car. 

At this point I think it helps 

me. It helps me because the 

road races are so far apart 

now that you kind of get out of the 
rhythm of racing. You run Pomona and 
then you get a month and a half off. 
What do I do for a month and a half? 
Now I've been racing every week. I 
would race tricycles if I could be com- 
petitive. It's not that I’m getting out of 
motorcycle racing to go car racing. It's 
more like, I want to go racing so what 
should I do? I can race the car on Friday 
night an hour from me, and on Saturday 
night 30 minutes from me. 

Was racing a money-making venture 
for you last year? 

Yes, for one of the first years. In the past 
years, when winter comes it takes me all 
winter to recoup. The problem I usually 
have is this: since I usually have decent 
equipment as far as the privateers go, a 
decent truck, a decent-looking tool box, 
and all that, I spend every penny on my 
racing. I run those credit cards up all 
year long - God, bless those things - and 
then it takes me all winter to get them 
back down. I'm about zero when Day- 
tona rolls back around. Then I start all 
over. Now that the Mirage guys are in, I 
get a basic budget to work with and we 
were like spot-on with the budget. 

How long do you plan to continue 
doing this? 

I would say, to me, the basic formula is 
this: When it stops being fun, when it's a 
real pain in the ass, and I stop being 
competitive... At this point, for the past 
three years, I've gotten better every year 
- not worse. If I can go another three, 
four, five years - great. If I have to stop 
tomorrow, I'll just become a father and a 
husband. I'll sit in the sandbox with 
junior. 

You've been at this awhile. Is this the 
best the series has ever been? Is it 
going in the right direction? 

There are more fans at the races because 
there's more television, so people think 
the AMA is doing a great job and every- 
body is doing a great job with P.R. 
That's not really the case. They did one 
thing right - they acquired TV (cover- 
age) and now the fans are showing up. I 
don't think the races have grown that 
much over the years, and the purses 
have grown zero. That's certainly not a 
plus, but they haven't grown in other 
sports so you can't gripe too much. 

The worst thing is that even the 
AMA still hasn't caught on to the fact 
that the races are about people and not 
machinery. I think even though the 
sport is growing, the AMA still doesn't 
have a clue. To me, that's the frustrating 
part about this series. I don't want to 
compare it to car racing, but when you 
sign up for the car race it costs $15. To 
go run a pro race, I send two entries in. 








The $15 goes to the racetrack and that 
money is used to promote the event and 
to promote you as a driver. The other 
entry goes to the sanctioning body so 
they know you're coming, but it doesn't 
cost you anything other than the $12 pit 
pass when you get there. So for $27 you 
can run a car race, but they charge us 
$50 to-run a bike race - plus each 
mechanic is $50. For the car races, the 
mechanic is $12. I don't think that part is 
right. I don't think we should pay all 
this money to run races. 

Winning Mid-Ohio was obviously the 
highlight of your career. Did you ever 
get to the point where you didn't think 
you'd win a National? 

I was definitely getting bummed out, 
having gone 10 years without winning a 
race. I never gave up. We stood a chance 
of winning every weekend, it was just a 
matter of how the circumstances went. 
We always felt that we stood a chance. 
At Mid-Ohio, I knew that I could win 
that race after qualifying fourth. I knew 
I could run those times all day long and 
no one else could, except for maybe 
(Doug) Polen. And I think even if we 
went at it, I still could have won that 
race. It was such a high. The only other 
high I've had like that was being right 
there when my son was born. It was 
such a high and a relief to have finally 
won a race. Not only did I win it, but I 
smoked 'em. That was the best part. I 
didn't luck into it. When it got to the 
end, I smoked ‘em. I won it and that's 
all there was to it. 

Did winning Mid-Ohio give you more 
confidence that you can do it again? 
Yeah. What it's done the most is make 
me want to do it again. I won one, now I 
have to prove that I can win another 
one. That way nobody can say it was a 
fluke. I've been on a pretty decent train- 
ing program for two and a half months 
so far, and there's three and a half 
weeks to Daytona. I've lost 10 pounds. I 
weighed 197 pounds when I won Mid- 
Ohio - I was trying to keep up with my 
good buddy Scott Gray - and I’m down 
to 187 right now. 

Is the training program something new 
for Dale Quarterley? 

Usually, I start running and doing some 
stuff three or so weeks before Daytona, 
and then as the season goes on I stop 
doing it. When I started last season I 
was on that program, but when we got a 
few races in - like at Laguna - I definite- 
ly felt a little tired at the end. At Road 
Atlanta it was 100 degrees and we were 
running third, and I just couldn't deal 
with the heat. I had to slow down. We 
had a third-place bike, but I just 





couldn't do it. That really bummed me 
out. When Mid-Ohio was done, I was 
pretty devastated, but I just wasn't giv- 
ing up. That made me realize that I 
could win more races if I could just run 
hotter all day. I don't need to go any 
faster, I just need to go hotter. 

Do you think the new Kawasaki will 
be competitive with the new Ducati 
and Honda? 

With Rob Muzzy at the helm, I don't 
think we have anything to worry about. 
One of the championship factors is this: 
finish 10 races, don't fall down and 
don't break. Speed is secondary. 

Why do you choose to use Michelins 
when everyone else is using Dunlops? 
When I first popped onto the scene, I 
was a Dunlop guy and everybody else 
was on Michelins. In '84, I sat on pole 
and almost won Loudon. I led 32 of the 
37 laps and the thing broke. I was the 
only Dunlop guy. Now I'm the only 
Michelin guy. І must just like being the 
lone wolf. I think sometimes people get 
locked into deals. They've got a good 
deal, Dunlop gives them a good tire, 
why change? I'm not in that boat. I think 
Michelin is a bit better tire right now, 
but no one wants to switch because 
they're locked in. They like their situa- 
tion. Even though I'm the lone wolf, I'm 
on the cutting edge - I'm just doing it by 
myself. I personally like the Michelin 
feel. I like the way it accelerates straight 
off the turn. It doesn't spin off the turn. 
It accelerates faster forward than it does 
sideways and forward. I think the 
Michelin is what's going to make me 
competitive this year in the Daytona 
200. 

What would a win in the Daytona 200 
mean to you and the team? 

First of all it would mean $26,000. That 
would be awesome. The Daytona 200 is 
the same as the Daytona 500 - there's 
nothing we could do better in our life 
than to win one of those races. What bet- 
ter gift to give my team owner Peter 
than that? It would also prove to the 
AMA that the factories and the machin- 
ery aren't the world - the people are. 

Let me tell you now that we’ve picked 
you to finish sixth in the championship 
in our pre-season predictions. Do you 
want to yell at me now, or save it up 
for the whole year? 

That's all right, I'll pick away at it 
through the year just like last year. If 
you write bad about me all year, I'll be 
stylin’. You put that I'd be lucky to be in 
the top 10 last year, and I won a race. I 


` was second or third in the champi- 


onship after what, three races? You 
wrote, “The question isn't who will win 








the races, the question is by 
how much? Can anyone 
beat Doug Polen? I doubt 
it.” Well, I won the next 
weekend. You just keep 
writing. 
Okay, you take my job for 
a minute and give me a 
quick top 10 for the season. 
I think (Pascal) Picotte is 
going to be one of the 
fastest guys, but can he 
keep it running and 
upright? I doubt it. I don't 
know (Troy) Corser at all, 
but I would find it difficult 
for him to learn 10 tracks 
and win the championship. 
But I think he's in con- 
tention to win a race. 
Merkel has been to the 
racetracks, but he's got to 
adapt to a new bike and 
deal with me again. He's 
probably the one that I'll be 
most nervous about beating 
for the championship. (Steve) Crevier is 
definitely fast, but he's a mental moron - 
like when he ran into Jamie James at 
Sears Point, and blamed us for that. 
There's no way he can keep his head 
together for 10 races. 

(Mike) Smith is certainly fast. On 
new bikes, he definitely stands a chance 
of not only winning races but getting a 
lot of pole positions. The way he thinks 
that he's got to lead every lap and go as 
fast as he can every lap - that's great if 
you're a GP guy, but he's not. You need 
to finish races, so I don't see him doing 
it. I think (Kevin) Magee definitely has 
the speed and the mental mindset to 
learn 10 racetracks without falling down 
on them. I think he will be a title con- 
tender also. 

Jamie James has been there, done 
that. He's won races, won champi- 
onships. Last year he came back from 
being hurt and showed that not only can 
he go fast, but he can go fast and keep 
his head together and not fall down. 
Colin (Edwards) showed with the way 
that he burst on the scene last year, that 
he certainly has the mental ability to put 
a season together. Somewhere along the 
line, he lost it - but he was smart enough 
to slow down to make sure he finished 
the races. Can he do it for the whole sea- 
son, if he finds what he missed last 
year? If he loses it again, can he gather 
himself back up? That would be my pre- 
dictions on that stuff. 

Harley? There's no way they can 
come in from nothing and win a cham- 
pionship. But until we see it run, we 
can't even guesstimate. I don't see them 
developing the thing in a year with 
(Miguel) DuHamel. He's one of the 
worst guys out there as far as feedback 
goes. You've got new mechanics, new 
engineers, and a rider that can't tell you 
anything - except that he doesn't like 
Dale Quarterley. 

One of the problems I have with the 
races is there are only a few people - and 
one of them is Doug Polen - who can 
separate business from pleasure. Once I 
put that helmet on, I'm doing the work, 
so leave me alone. I don't care what it 
takes to win this race, or to finish sixth. 
I'm not going to take you out, but I do 
what it takes. You've got to separate 
business from pleasure. Now Crevier's 
doing it (not separating the two) and it 
kind of shows immaturity. Let's just put 
it this way, anybody who can't get along 
with me is going to have problems win- 
ning the championship because I'm 
going to be a thorn in their side all sea- 
son long. And if they can't separate 
business from pleasure, there's going to 
be a problem. с 
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INTERVIEW | Larry Pegram

have been many ups and 
ffs in the relatively short 
weer of 21-year-old Larry 
gram. After a stellar amateur 
reer, Pegram looked to be a 
oo-in for Rookie of the Year 
nors in his first year on the 
j MA Grand National Champi- 
onship Series circuit, but a practice-day 
crash at the San Jose Mile left the 
Ohioan sidelined throughout most of 

the 1990 season with a broken femur. 

In ‘91, Pegram returned fit and 
armed with good machinery - the Skip 
Eaken-tuned Honda RS750s of Eaken/ 
Sponseller Racing - and went on to 
notch his first-ever National win at the 
slippery Hagerstown Half Mile. 
Throughout most of that season, 
Pegram was teamed with then-three- 
time Grand National Champion Ricky 
Graham, and served as the team’s “sec- 
ond fiddle." Things changed later in the 
season, though, after Graham’s much- 
publicized release from the team. 
Pegram suddenly found himself mount- 
ed aboard the team’s “number-one” 
machine. 

One year later, the Eaken/Sponseller 
team switched to Harley-Davidsons and 
Pegram adapted to his new mount 
quickly. Pegram adjusted so well, in 
fact, that he went on to notch the second 
National win of his career at the contro- 
versial Fresno Mile. Thanks to several 
additional top finishes, Pegram finished 
the series fourth overall, bettered only 
by Chris Carr, Scott Parker, and a reju- 
venated and sober Graham. The future 
looked bright for Pegram, and many 
predicted that he would be a title con- 
tender in 1993. 

But things turned sour for Pegram 
before the 1993 Grand National Cham- 
pionship Series even began. A promis- 
ing road racer, Pegram competed in the 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship Series opener at Phoenix aboard 
an Eaken-tuned Honda RC30. While 
running a strong 10th, Pegram fell vic- 
tim to a freakish crash when the rider 
ahead of him, Donald Jacks, suffered a 
major engine failure which spewed oil 
across the track. Pegram’s title hopes 
were instantly dashed, as he suffered a 
number of broken bones - including his 
leg again - and spent a great deal of the 
year recovering. 

Pegram returned to the dirt track 
series halfway through the year but, 
because of his injuries, struggled to even 
qualify at the races he attended. 

But, once again, things are looking 
bright for young Larry. Thanks to the 
departure of Grand National Champion 
Ricky Graham from the Undo Racing 
team, Pegram finds himself in prime 
Position to battle for the championship 
and plans to take full advantage of what 
may just be his best opportunity ever. 

The Daytona Short Track season 
opener will see Pegram - along with his 
teammate, returning Team Undo rider 
Brett Landes - decked out in the pink, 
white and blue Panasonic Car Audio 
leathers that Graham made such a famil- 
iar sight. 

With any luck, Pegram feels that his 
chances of bringing Team Undo their 
second Grand National Championship 
are good. One of the younger riders on

of riding Screwing up, it was a motor. 
That can happen in any kind of racing. 
Are you planning to do any road races 
this season? 

Yes, definitely. I’m committed to race 
the whole dirt track series for Team 
Undo, but I'm planning on racing four 
or five road races as well. I'll be racing 
in the Daytona 200 for sure, and proba- 
bly at Phoenix, Pomona, Laguna Seca 
and Road America, either on a Super- 











bike or a Supersport bike. I don't know 
for sure yet on what - there's something 
in the works for a Ducati ride, but it's 
getting kinda late and I haven't heard 
anything for sure. 

The rest of the year seemed to be a 
struggle for you at the dirt track races. 
What was the most frustrating part? 
The most frustrating part was that my 
leg was so weak after breaking my 
femur, hip and knee. It was pretty much 
unusable. It was frustrating to go into a 
corner half as fast as I wanted to go into 
it and know that I was going slower 
than crap. But I knew that if I went any 
faster the bike would push a little bit, 
then I'd have to put my foot down and 
end up on my head, in a lot worse shape 
than I already was. 

Was it frustrating for you to be barely 
making the Nationals after winning 
two in the past? 

Yeah, because there was never even one 
race when I felt 70 percent. It was tough 
knowing that I could do it, but not being 
able to because of my injuries. 

How have your injuries healed up 
since the end of the season? Do you 
still limp? 

Yeah, I still limp, but it's more out of 
habit than from weakness. I’ve worked 
my butt off since the first of December - 
running every day and working out. I 
just got back from North Carolina where 
we did some testing, and I went riding 
every day with Will Davis on motocross 
bikes. 


How did the Team Undo ride come 
about? 

Johnny Goad had been talking at some 
races late in the season last year. There 
was some stuff going on and he had a 
feeling that he and Ricky wouldn’t be 
together the following season. I had rid- 
den for him briefly in the past, and we 
had stayed good friends. Basically, 
when the slot opened up, we worked 
out a deal and here I am. 2 

Are there any changes that you feel 
need to be made to the team? 
Obviously, they're a good operation, 
they won the championship with races 
to spare. The only thing І think they 
need to change is to have more of a fam- 
ily-type atmosphere amongst the team 
instead of everybody going their sepa- 
rate ways after the races. If there's ten- 
Sion in the team, then that's not gonna 
be good for the rider or the mechanic. A 
family-type atmosphere would keep 
everything out in the open. 

What are your feelings about getting 
back on Hondas? Last year you said that 
the Harleys were just as good when you 
first got on them. Were you bluffing? 
Uh, I wouldn't say that I was bluffing. I 
think that for different riders either bike 
can be good. You know - different 
strokes for different folks. I feel like I 
can win more races on the Honda. The 
potential for me to win on a Harley was 
there, but I just had some problems 
adapting my riding style to the Harleys. 
The way the Hondas work, I feel that I 
have more potential to win races and a 
championship on one. 

How would you compare a Honda and 
a Harley-Davidson? 

There's no difference in overall top-end 
speed. It's just that one powerband 
works better with a different riding style 
for getting the power to the ground. For 
my style, I think the Honda works bet- 
ter. 

What do you feel that you are capable 
of this year? 

I don't think there's gonna be any trou- 
ble with Johnny and me working togeth- 
er. If I can adapt to the new bikes quick- 
ly and get some good luck and some 
good finishes early in the year, I think 
we can win the whole thing. 











Do you feel any pressure to perform, 
joining the team that won the champi- 
onship last year? i 
They're not bothering me, telling me 
that I have to win the championship or 
anything, but there's definitely gonna be 
some extra pressure - especially when 
you see someone else win the champi- 
onship on the same bikes that you're 
gonna be riding. I'm just gonna go out 
and do the best that I can do. 

Are there going to be any changes in 
the team this year, appearance-wise? 
Everything's the same. The only thing 
that changed is that Ricky Graham isn't 
there. It wasn't Ricky's team, it was 
Team Undo and Ricky rode for them. It 
was a team effort, not a team that 
revolved around just one person. 


Speaking of Ricky Graham, what do 
you think 1994 holds in store for the 
new champ? 

I don't know exactly what his plans are, 
whether or not he'll do the entire dirt 
tack series. But either way, I don't see 
him having the same type of year that 
he had last season. The combination that 
he had, I think, was a one-time deal. I 
don't think that he could repeat his year 
even if he had stayed with Johnny. As a 
matter of fact, I don't think anyone can 
ever repeat what he did. But without 
Johnny and Team Undo, I don't think 
he'll do nearly as good as he would 
have done with them. I expect him to be 
there, and win some races, but not like 
last year. 

What about the rest? Who will be 
tough? 

Well Scotty Parker's always tough, but if 
I had to single one guy out as a competi- 
tor, it would be Chris Carr. If he's the 
favorite, I hope that I'm the guy duking 
it out with him for the title. 

In dirt track, it seems that the older 
competitors can continue to do well, 
whereas in motocross the younger rid- 
ers dominate. Do you think that age 
has slowed Parker down? 

Scotty's been around dirt track racing for 


a long time. He's done things that no one 
will ever repeat. I’ve seen him do things 
that just make me say, “Whoah.” He can 
go from sixth to first on one corner 
around the outside. I’m not gonna say 
that he can't do that anymore, but, well - 
I don't know how to say this without get- 
ting him pissed - but he doesn't have it 
anymore, as ѓаг аѕ the will goes. I think 
he's more concerned that he's raced his 
whole career without ever really getting 
hurt. He doesn't really have any goals 
left - he's accomplished them all. He 
wants to win some races, but he wants to 
win them in one piece. Once you start 
thinking like that, you've lost the edge. 
What is it going to take for you to win 
the championship this year? Do you 
have any strategies? 


My only strategy is to go out and race as 
hard as I can for 25 laps at every race - 
as hard as I can go. I’m gonna be in 
good enough shape to be able to go as 
hard as I can for 50 laps. That's it - 100 
percent effort. In the end if I win, then 
that's great. 

What are your strengths and weakness- 
es? 

I don't really know, I think I'm a pretty 
good all around rider. I do good on the 
miles, on the half miles, short tracks and 
TTs. I guess half miles are my specialty, 
and especially since TIl be on a Honda 
again, I think 111 go good on the slip- 
pery car tracks like Oklahoma City and 
Hagerstown. They've got a lot of them 
this year - there's 14 half miles and a lot 
of them are stock car dirt ovals. I have a 
real good chance of winning on those. 
You said that you'll be in top physical 
condition. How do you train? 

Oh, I run every day, I lift weights and 
try to ride every day. 

We've heard you're a hot shot on an 
MX bike, is that true? 

Oh, yeah, I'm awesome. (Laughs) 
McGrath better watch out. If I go to a 
motocross track I try to ride hard 
enough to get myself tired, but I don't 
£o out to get an extreme workout on a 








bike. That's when you screw up and get 
hurt - when you're dog tired. I like to 
use motocross riding to improve my 
technique. 

How much does riding a motocross 
bike help out on the ovals? 

Ithink on certain tracks it can help a lot, 
but on other tracks it doesn't help a bit. 
On a real rough race track it helps. It 
definitely helps me when I go to a 
motocross track and there's a big triple 
or something. If I finally do the triple, 
that helps out a lot with my confidence 
as far as what I can do on a bike. Oh, 
yeah, and I can do one of those nick 
nack things, too. (The nac nac, an aerial 
trick that reigning Supercross Champi- 
on Jeremy McGrath has thrilled the 
crowds with in the early races of '94.) 


Just ask Will Davis - I did one the other 
day in North Carolina! 

Since we're on the subject of style, it 
seems that in comparison to many of 
the other dirt trackers, you seem quite 
flashy. You know - the earring, the 
bleached hair, the Porsche... 

Flashy? (Laughs) Well, I don't know if 
I'm flashier, I think that I'm just younger 
than a lot of those guys. Most of the top 
10 guys, with the exception of Kevin 
Atherton, are older, and that's why we 
stand out. If there were eight other guys 
our age, they'd all be the same. 

Do you still live with your parents? 
No, I moved out last year; all alone. All T 
need to do is find some naked girl to 
take home with me. I'm a bachelor. 

One last question...will you finally get 
a new boot this year? 

Well, Team Undo has a deal with Fox 
Racing this year. We'll be wearing their 
gear at the TTs, and their boots and 
gloves at the other races. It's gonna be 
tough, but I guess I'll have to give my 
old right boot up. I even re-did it and 
made it look not so bad, but, oh well. 
But if worse comes to worst and I can't 
feel my brake pedal, I'm definitely going 
to throw that thing back on. You can bet 
it'll be in my gear bag just waiting." (CN 
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then the 1994 AMA 
4 Supercross Series 
/ started, most people 
expected 18-year-old 








V "Y Ezra Lusk to be the | 
dominant force in the Eastern Regional 
125cc Supercross Series. As a member 
of Team Suzuki, Lusk already had two 
years of pro experience and success 
under his belt. The former minicycle 
champion from Bainbridge, Georgia, 
won 1993's opening round in Orlando, 
but several crashes relegated him to 
third in the final series standings. Not 
one to disappoint, Ezra started this 
season with another Orlando win and 
then kept his motorcycle upright 
through the next two rounds, winning 
again at the Houston Astrodome and 
at Tampa Stadium. Lusk now enters 
the prestigious Daytona Supercross as 
the undisputed favorite to win the 
125cc class. It's a race he expects to 
win. 


How does it feel to enter the Daytona 
125cc Supercross as the obvious 
favorite? 

It feels good to be thought of that way. 
I just hope everything goes well down 
there. Last year I had some problems 
with my suspension and I got beaten 
by Doug Henry. This year I'm hoping 
that everything will work out fine. I 
know that I'll be ready and the bike 
will be ready. I hope it's a good track 
and I hope the weather is all right - no 
rain, but no real heat, either... Actual- 
ly, no matter what it's like, I’ll be 
ready. 


‚ As a 125cc pro you finished fourth at 


Daytona in 1992, and second last year. 
Were those your only Daytona races? 

I used to ride the amateur race there a 
long time ago, before they made it so 
you had to be 16 years old to enter. I 
remember winning the mini class a few 
times on 60s or 80s, but now I guess 
they don't have the amateur races 
there anymore. . 

Is Daytona the toughest round of the 
series? 

I'd say so. Daytona is more of an out- 
door track than the rest of them. It 
takes a lot more stamina to go fast 
down there because the track is so 
rough and the weather can be kind of 
hot. We have to change a lot of things 
around on the bike and set it up more 
for an outdoor track than a stadium. 
You have to be in really good shape for 
that race - better shape than the rest of 
the supercrosses - especially since you 
have to go right after the Gainesville 
National. If you're not in shape, you'll 
still be feeling the effects of Sunday 
when you race that next Saturday. 
Which race is more important to you, 
the combined East/West series round 
at the Houston Astrodome or the Day- 
tona Supercross? 

Daytona is more important to me. 
Everyone from the factory and really 
the whole industry is going to be there. 
I've always liked it because it's such a 








big race, even though I haven't won it 
because of problems, or whatever. I 
won the East/West round at Houston 
this year but it didn't really get me too 
excited - it was just another race. Day- 
tona has always been more prestigious 
than the rest of the races in the series. 
When I was growing up I remember 
always hearing stuff about "the Day- 
tona winners," and I always wanted to 
be one of them. 

Do you prefer living and training in 
Georgia to doing your work in Cali- 
fornia? 

Yes. Georgia is definitely better for 
me. I grew up here, my friends and 
family are here... I just like it here. I 
really don't think too much of Califor- 
nia. Most of the riders out there aren't 
too serious about their racing. I know 
that you have to have fun with your 
life, too, but some of those guys take 
more time for playing around than 
they do for being serious about their 
racing. For me, the only good thing I 
can see about California is that you're 
close to everyone; almost all of the 
companies are out there together. 
Hopefully, there won't come a point 
where I have to move out there, 
because we can do all of our training 
and testing over here. I like to go out 
there for a few weeks every now and 
then to get the bikes ready and see 
people and all that, but I wouldn't 
want to stay too long. 

I've got a good situation here in 
Bainbridge because I can do almost all 
my work right around my house. I 
built a practice supercross track across 
town on property that we rented. No 
one else goes out there unless they talk 
to us first; it's a pretty tough track. 
We've got a bulldozer out there that 
we use to keep the track in good shape 
and make new jumps and stuff. It's a 
good place to practice and test. 

Does Suzuki have a team supercross 
practice track out West? 

They just got a new one built over by 
the Glen Helen track in San Bernardi- 
no. I haven't actually seen it yet but I 
hear it's really good. We had one 
before over in Victorville, but I don't 
know what's going on with that. The 
Glen Helen track is supposed to be 
more like a real supercross than the old 
one was. It's made out of clay; Vic- 
torville had too much sand. I'm sure 
ТЇЇ be riding the new track when I go 
out west for the 250cc supercrosses 
after the 125s are over back here. 

You wanted to ride the 250cc class out 
West throughout the series but Suzu- 
ki would not let you join that class 
until the 125cc East Coast series was 
over. Did that create a problem 
between you and the team? 

Well, no, not really. I’m kind of mad 
about not getting to ride but kind of 
glad at the same time. I wanted to ride 
those races, but it makes sense for 
them to want to keep me safe until this 
series is over. I want to be 100% for the 
whole series because I've had some 
problems the last two years with 
injuries. Missing those Western races 
gave me a chance to do a lot of testing 
on both my supercross bike and my 
outdoor bike, so I didn't waste that 
time. I think I'll be ready for the rest of 
the supercrosses and the first outdoor 
national at Gainesville. 

Do you and teammate Damon Huff- 
man ever practice together? 

No, not much at all. We've done some 
testing together but not much else. 
After a couple of years as a contender, 
you're finally dominating the 125cc 
Eastern Regional Series. Did you 
expect to be on top this time? 

Yes, I did. I feel like it's my turn. I real- 





ly thought I would win the series last 
year but Doug Henry and Honda came 
on really strong and beat us. I had 
some problems of my own, but hope- 
fully got all the crashes out of my sys- 
tem last year. I’ve been trying to ride 
harder and ride stronger in every race 
and things have been working out 
right. We only have three races down 
but I'm happy with how things are 
going. 

Did you learn anything from your 
battles last year with Doug Henry? 
Sure, I learned a little bit. One thing 
Doug showed me is that you have to 
go hard from the very start. You have 
to always jump out and charge right 
from the get-go like Doug did instead 
of waiting around for a few laps sort of 
like Jeff Stanton does. Doug would 
always pull me from the start, so I had 
to come up through and try to catch 
him but it was usually too late. Now 
I'm going hard right away and I'm 
winning races. 

As a minicycle prodigy you and your 
family made a lot of road trips to 
minicycle nationals all over the coun- 
try. How did your amateur career pre- 
pare you for life as a professional 
racer? 

I guess the most important thing was 
that I got used to always traveling and 
being away from home. We would go 
racing at different tracks all the time 
and after awhile it seemed like I was at 
a big race every weekend. I guess that 
helped me learn how to adjust to a dif- 
ferent track every weekend. All of that 
competition was good for me, too. I got 
to see guys from all over the States, 
even though my main rivals were 
probably just one or two guys, like Jeff 
Dement and Tim Ferry. When I was 
younger, it was a guy named Brock 
Bullard that I always raced with. He 
may not be around anymore but I still 
see Dement and Ferry every weekend. 
How have you been able to keep your 
family involved in your pro career? 
They help me with everything, really. 
My dad (Ronnie) works on my practice 
track and keeps my practice bikes 
prepped up all the time since my 








mechanic (Ed Longaere) is always 
working on the race bikes. My mom 
(Willa) and dad also go to most of the 
races to help me with anything I need. 
I have a little brother (Shane) but he 
doesn't race or anything. He has a little 
motorcycle but he doesn't ride it much 
anymore. I guess he's more into bicy- 
cles right now. 

What do your friends in Bainbridge 
think of your profession? 

They really seem to like it. There's only 
four or five people that really know 
what it is that I do. I always call them 
after races to tell them how things 
went. They know just about everything 
there is to know about racing and they 
all think it's really cool. They also try 
to go to the closer racers like Atlanta, 
Gainesville and Charlotte. 

Have you bought yourself any toys 
with the money you've made as a fac- 
tory racer? 

I bought myself a new Chevy truck, a 
“9З step-side, then I fixed it all up. I 
doubt that I'll be getting anything else 
soon - I’m trying to save my money 
right now. Maybe I'll be able to get 
myself something after the supercross 
series is over. We'll just have to see 
how things turn out. єх

"First, we'll accelerate to about...oh, a 
little over 400 miles per hour. Then we'll 
pull four to five Gs and climb two miles 
- straight up." 

A huge grin formed on Mike 
Kiedrowski's face. 

"After that we'll head to the moun- 
tain range where we'll perform a couple 
of aileron rolls, barrel rolls and loops. 
And then, depending on how you're 
feeling, we'll try for nine Gs. The plane's 
computer won't let us do any more than 
nine." 

The plane Captain John Keith 
Switzer was referring to was a U.S. Air 
Force F-16 fighter jet, arguably the most 
sophisticated and maneuverable aircraft 
in the world, and Team Kawasaki's 
four-time National MX Champion Mike 
Kiedrowski was about to go up in one. 

There probably isn't a person in this 
world who hasn't dreamed of one day 
taking a ride in a jet fighter to experi- 
ence what is perhaps the ultimate 
demonstration of speed, acceleration 
and maneuverability. Last week, 
Kiedrowski became one of the fortunate 
few to have this once-in-a-lifetime 
dream come true, and it all happened at 
Nellis AFB in the Nevada desert near 
Las Vegas. Not only is Nellis AFB one of 
the busiest and most active air force 
bases in the country, it is also home to 
the USAF's Thunderbird demonstration 
team. Bob Gonzalez, who works for 
Kawasaki's public relations firm, con- 
tacted the Thunderbirds, pulled all the 
right strings and arranged for 
Kiedrowski to go up in one of the Thun- 
derbirds' F-16s, for what would be a 30- 
minute flight. 

There's more to being a passenger in 
an F-16 than just squeezing into the

back seat and strapping on the 
harness. Kiedrowski was 
required to attend a rather 
lengthy preflight briefing, 
where he was fitted with a one- 
piece flight/gravity (or G) suit, 
and a special helmet, which 
included an oxygen mask. 
Once completely familiarized 
with his equipment, Kiedrows- 
ki endured about a 30-minute 
lecture involving what to do in 
case of an emergency - in other 
words, how to eject/bail out! 

Following this part of the 
briefing, Kiedrowski met his 
pilot for the first time, J.K. 
Switzer, the man who was 
going to give Kiedrowski the 
ride of his life. Using a small 
plastic model of an F-16, 
Switzer demonstrated the 
maneuvers they were going to 
perform and discussed all the 
final details involving the 
flight. 

“Basically, it's all up to 
you," said Switzer. "If you feel 
sick and don't want to do any 
maneuver, that's fine, just tell 
me. But you won't have any 
problems; I’ve never had a pas- 
senger get sick on me." 

The pressure was on. 
Kiedrowski didn't want to be 
the first. 

“We're also going to try for nine Gs," 
said Switzer. "That's nine times your 
own weight - if you were to stand on a 
scale at nine Gs, you'd weight about 
1600 pounds." 

"It's like having William "The Refrig- 
erator” Perry (the famous NFL lineman) 
sitting on your lap," joked one officer. 

“Oh, by the way, if you hear ‘warn- 
ing, warning, warning' over the radio,

don't worry," said Switzer. "That's just 
the plane's computer asking us if we 
really want to be doing what we're 
doing, like going straight up. Yes, we 
want to do it! We call that (warning 
device) Bitching Betty." 

Out on the flight line, all eight of the 
beautiful red, white and blue-painted F- 
16 Thunderbird jets were lined up. 
Kiedrowski climbed into the number 
eight plane, a special two-seat version

(most F-16s are single seaters) and was 
strapped in. All the while, less than 100 
yards away, a large variety of fighter 
planes, including military-colored F-15 
Eagles, F-4 Phantoms, A-10 Warthogs 
and a pair of F-117 Stealth fighters, were 
taking off and landing. 

Soon, Switzer and Kiedrowski were 
blasting down the runway, hugging the 
deck at about 400 mph. As promised, 
Switzer pulled back on the stick and the 





F-16 shot straight up and 
climbed two miles into the 
Sky before leveling off and 
disappearing into the dis- 
tance - all in a matter of 
seconds. 

"That was probably the 
best part of the whole 
ride," said Kiedrowski. 
"The power of the jet 
going down the runway 
was awesome - so fast, so 
quick! I thought, "Whoaa, 
this is serious horsepow- 
er." 

Thirty minutes later, 
the number eight Thun- 
derbird returned to the air 
base and performed what 
is called a "Thunderbird 
Pitch," where the plane 
flies level over the run- 
way, then makes a climb- 
ing left (or right) turn and 
returns for landing. 
Switzer said before the 
flight he would perform 
this maneuver' only if 
Kiedrowski was feeling up 
to it. Obviously, Kiedrows- 
ki was feeling just fine. 

Kiedrowski climbed 
out of the jet with a gigan- 
tic smile on his face and 
shook Captain Switzer's 
hand. 

"Mike did extremely 
well," said Switzer. "He never got sick, 
and he even did nine Gs! Most people 
can only handle about five to seven Gs." 

Moments later Switzer handed 
Kiedrowski a flight certificate, as well as 
a special pin, commending Kiedrowski 
for reaching nine Gs. "I don't get to 
hand these (the pin) out very often," 
said Switzer as he pinned the small 
medallion to Kiedrowski's collar. 

Back in the "de-briefing" room, 
Kiedrowski and Switzer watched a 
video tape that recorded the whole 
flight. The small pen-camera, using a 
fish-eye lens, was mounted in the cock- 
pit in front of Kiedrowski and was 
pointed directly at him. 

"That was the most exciting thing 
I've ever done in my whole life," said 
Kiedrowski afterwards. "At first, I was 
a little worried about getting sick, espe- 
cially after preflight. But after making it 
through the take-off and climb okay, I 
knew I would be fine the rest of the 
way. Besides, they didn't tell me where 
the sick bag was! I thought it was going 
to be way, way worse. I just kept my 
eyes on the horizon and everything 
was okay. We did rolls, loops and 








turns. Then we went for Gs. We started 
off at about five Gs, and that was okay, 
then seven. That was pretty intense. In 
the video, you can see the wings flex. 
Then he (Switzer) asked if I wanted to 
try nine Gs. I said, "Hey, we're here, 
might as well.' It felt kind of like hav- 
ing massive pressure on you from your 
head to toes. I couldn't even lift my 
arms. You could also feel the plane 
begin to shake. 

"Overall, I had a great time. What 
probably impressed me most of all was 
just how professional the Thunderbirds 
(pilots and crew) are. The planes are 
spotless; they work on them 24 hours a 
day. And they are so careful. Everyone 
was friendly, helpful and just plain nice. 
I can't tell you how much I respect Cap- 
tain Switzer." 

Asked if he was nervous before the 
flight, Kiedrowski said, "I was only 
worried about getting sick... How was I 
going to feel? Am I going to be able to 
handle it? As far as crashing, I wasn't 
worried at all. In fact, I wouldn't have 
minded that at all; it would've been cool 
to eject and bail out."

way since the AMA dropped 
the class, Battle of the Twins 
(BoT) racing returns to the 
high banks as part of 
AHRMA's Vintage Day race program at 
the start of Camel Motorcycle Week on 
Monday, March 7 - but that's not all. The 
crowd-pleasing, twin-cylinder Thunder- 
bikes will be joined on the 1994 AHRMA 
race schedule by the Sound of Singles 
(SoS) category, which makes its Daytona 
debut in a special two-race Twin Crown 
doubleheader. The Twin Crown will 
combine results from both BoT and SoS 
races at Daytona, and AHRMA's warm- 
up race at Roebling Road in Georgia on 
March 4, to determine the overall Twin 
Crown Champion in each class. 

The main draw is the Daytona races, 
and especially the SoS class which will 
see the U.S. racing debut of the swift, 
svelte Ducati Supermono. The fuel-inject- 
ed four-valve desmo single has set the 
standard for others to aim at in the 
increasingly popular S0S class, for which 
an FIM-recognized, five-race series will 
be held at the major European rounds of 
the 1994 World Superbike Championship. 
No less than nine Ducatis are entered for 
the Daytona SoS race. That's one third of 
the total production so far, and way the 
largest number of Supermono desmos 





ever assembled at one place and time 
before - even in the Ducati factory! 

The lineup is headed by four-time 
World Champion Walter Villa, the only 
man to win a World Championship road 
race title on a Harley-Davidson - which 
he did in the hotly contested 250 and 
350cc classes in the mid-70s. Villa raced 
at Daytona for the first time in his career 
last year in the BMW Battle of the Leg- 
ends “golden oldie” spectacular. Togeth- 
er with Italian teammates Cristiano Cor- 
radi and Douglas Marchesi, Villa will be 
racing a Ducati for the first time at Day- 
tona, having ridden Yamaha-powered 
bikes in the SoS so far, including the 
works BYRD-Yamaha racer which he 
helped develop for the Italian Yamaha 
importer. 

Others having their debut race on the 
Ducati Supermono include Jim Hunter 
on the Reno Leoni entry, BoT and 
AHRMA front-runner Stephen Mathews 
on the Barber Racing bike, and former 
GP star Alan Carter from England, once 
the youngest-ever GP winner, as well as - 
back in 1984 - the teammate on Kenny 
Roberts's first GP race team of a certain 
Wayne Rainey. Carter has led a check- 
ered racing career since then, but at 29 he 


` still has a lot of racing in him. Daytona 


will mark his four-stroke racing debut. 
Completing the Ducati lineup are Ger- 
many's Hein Boje, victor in the Swedish 
SoS title race at Anderstorp last year, and 
international SoS racing's winningest

rider, Cycle News contributor Alan Cath- 
cart. The Brit won the Dutch Open title 
last season and finished on the rostrum 
in five different countries, before defeat- 
ing factory-supported entries from Suzu- 
ki, Honda and Yamaha to win the Japan- 
ese Championship at Tsukuba last 
November. 

Sadly, none of these factory-backed 
teams from Japan will be present at Day- 
tona, but Los Angeles, California-based 
Yoshi Kosaka will run an OMC-Yamaha 
entered by the Orange Boulevard team 
from Tokyo. In addition, Dutchman Lex 
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‚ International Speedway. 


van Dijk, fourth in the ‘93 Dutch Open 
Series, will race the amazing alloy-space- 
framed Over-Yamaha SRX with which 
Japanese ace Shinichiro Ohura scored so 
many victories in Europe during the 1992 
season. 

Heading the Rotax-powered entries 
are vintage rising star Craig McLean on a 
Parra-Rotax, and Russ Mattson on a ‘94 
Wood-Rotax, descendant of the bike with 
which Ron Wood blazed the trail for SoS 
racing here half a decade ago. It'll be 
interesting to see how 1994 SoS lap times 
around the full 3.56-mile banked circuit 
compare with former AMA Grand 
National Champion Chris Carr’s times 
on the Wood-Rotax when he raced it in 
the AMA 250cc Grand Prix class a few 
years ago. 

With SoS racing increasingly well- 
established around the world - races for 
the modern singles will be held not only 
at the World Superbike rounds, but also 
at the Isle of Man TT, Australia’s 
Bathurst meeting and the Ulster GP in 
1994 - in America it’s just getting off the 
ground, a fact reflected in the varied 
machinery making up the 40-bike grid 
for Daytona. The race will feature every- 
thing from vintage racers, like Malcome 
Tunstall’s 350cc Ducati, up to modified 
trail bikes or hybrid specials like the pop- 
ular marriage of a Yamaha TZ250 race 
chassis with a tuned Yamaha SRX motor. 

The Ducatis will start as favorites, but 
the little 550 engine may be outpaced by 
the bigger Rotax and Yamaha singles on 
the bankings. One thing’s for sure, 
though - no other race held during the 
week will come close to matching the SoS 
class for technical diversity. 

The lack of variety which the AMA’s 
one-class BoT formula resulted in is a 
thing of the past under AHRMA rules, 
thanks to the three-class format being

run at Daytona. The format confirms the 
original wisdom of BoT’s founding 
fathers in grouping bikes by type, to offer 
a fair contest and improved spectacle for 
the fans. It also means that the all-con- 
quering 851/888 Ducati 8-valves, whose 
supremacy gave the anti-Twins element 
in the AMA a chance to kill the class off 
rather than restructure it as AHRMA has 
done, are in a minority the 40-bike Day- 
tona lineup - representing less than one 
quarter of the total entry. 

Headlining the lineup for the Open 
Twins class is the remarkable New 








Zealand-built Britten, fresh from break- 
ing world records Down Under and rid- 
den by Kiwi GP privateer Andrew 
Stroud. The main competition will come 
from the factory Bimota team, visiting 
Daytona for the first time ever to run 
their works Tesi Superbike for journalist 
Nick Ienatsch, at the request of the new 
U.S. Bimota importer. 

The hub-center Tesi futurebike has 
already twice won AMA/CCS Daytona 
races in the hands of Cathcart, but this is 
an even faster, more powerful machine 
with the ultimate development of Bimo- 
ta's own Ducati 8-valve motor. The 
engine has been punched out to 984cc 
and delivers a claimed 136 horsepower at 
the rear wheel, at 10,300 rpm. 

Another strong contender for victory 
will be former Twins champion Pablo 
Real, on his bored-out maximum "once 
an 888" Ducati. Real will be joined by 
vintage stars Stephen Mathews and Kurt 
Liebmann on their more standard 888 
Ducatis, while California-based Japanese 
rider Kiyo Watanabe will ride his fast 
Honda speci 

Another noteworthy entry is U.S. rac- 
ing's flying pensioner, expatriate Eng- 
lishman Ian Gunn, who raced in the 1951 
Isle of Man TT on a Manx Norton. He 
also won an AMA/CCS BoT race at Day- 
tona in 1992 on his Ducati 888. 

Rivalling the Open twins category as 
a spectacle should be the well-supported 
Formula 2 class, for pushrod OHV bikes 
up to 1200cc, and OHC bikes up to 750cc. 
That makes it a Guzzi vs. Harley vs. 
Ducati Pantah contest, and in spite of 
some Honda Hawk entries headed by 
Bob Wilkins and Pete Luckett from Cana- 
da, that's the way it looks on paper. 

Heading the lineup is The Weapon, as 
the fabulous alloy-spaceframed Sun- 
dance Harley road racer from Tokyo, 
Japan, is known, ridden this time by 
Japanese 250cc GP rider Yoshiyuki Sugai. 
He and the bike's constructor, Toshihiko 
Shibazaki, will be hoping for better for- 
tune than when the bike first raced at 
Daytona two years ago and mechanical 
problems sidelined it during the race. 

Leading the U.S. contenders are for- 
mer AHRMA Champion Pete Johnson on 
Manfred Hecht's Moto Guzzi, former 
Daytona 200 winner Roger Reiman on 
the Robison Harley, and the man with 
more laps of Daytona under his wheels 
than anyone still racing today - Florida's 
John Long on his Ducati. Joining the F-2 
“golden oldie” lineup are Canada's Yvon 
DuHamel on the Team Obsolete 1972 
Ducati, and former superbike racer Will 
Harding. He competed in the first-ever 
BoT race at Daytona back in 1980 on a 
Moto-Guzzi like the one he's entered for 
this year - his return to racing after a 10- 
year layoff. 

By comparison, the Formula 1 class is 
less well-supported, with Tunstall on the 
Syd’s Cycles 972cc Ducati Big Twin tak- 
ing on a handful of 851/888 modified 
production bikes, and Michael White- 
ley’s 980cc Yamaha V-twin. But the main 
interest here will be to check out the per- 
formance of Dave Russell’s late-model 
Bimota DB2, with its two-valve 900SS 
Ducati engine, as it goes against the sup- 
posedly fleeter eight-valve engines. Less 
might be more, even at Daytona... 

AHRMA’s decision to rescue the BoT 
class from the junkyard and bring SoS 
racing to the U.S. adds an extra, modern 
dimension to the vintage racing program 
- not only at Daytona, but also at the 
other eight National races they plan to 
hold in 1994. With 25,000 spectators on 
hand for the 1993 Vintage Day activities, 
the BoT and SoS will be the icing on the 
cake for an event that threatens to over- 
shadow all but the Daytona 200 in Day- 
tona’s week-long schedule. e

T* was Ascot Park by day: a grim 
stand of vacant parking lots, tum- 
ble-down buildings, and empty 
bleachers spread on top of an ancient 
garbage pit at the bottom end of Los 
Angeles amidst the gambling lairs of 
Gardena. 

And this was the same woebegone 
racetrack by night: fantasyland. 

Ascot Friday nights made for a daz- 
zling spectacle. Everything sped up, 
including the drama, anticipation, 
adrenaline. 

And the sense of danger? Of course. 
Danger, at Ascot, sometimes existed in 
equilibrium to pleasure. 

^Nights, it's like flypaper; days, it's 
just like waxpaper,” went Gene 
Romero's perfect aphorism describing 
Ascot's tantalizing, notorious, intimidat- 
ing clay surface. 

And the sounds of Ascot! The 
hopped-up pumpers of the BSA Wreck- 
ing Crew, the fastest Gold Stars in the 
world...Bart Markel getting violent with 
a Harley-Davidson KR, really making 
an iron-barrel flathead echo... Ungainly 
Dick Dorresteyn, never missing one 
shift, playing a Triumph 40-incher like a 
musical instrument for all 100 laps of 
the spring steeplechase classic...Mark 
Brelsford doing almost the same thing a 
decade later, but with a mastodon 
Harley Sportster of 883cc that was later 
banned...The neurotically-overrevving 
and top-heavy vertical twin of Kenny 
Roberts... All the ever-warring Harleys 
and Hondas of the ‘80s... 

Friday night after Friday night, for all 
the decades that Ascot stood fast, the 
same voice - just as potent as any motor- 
cycle - spoke through the din of battle, 
gave coherent reports of what was 
going on, and faithfully called attention 
to the wonders and the mysteries of the 
evening. It belonged to Roxy Rockwood 
and, as Ascot's announcer, the message 
he imparted week after week was 
always the same: the excellence of dirt 
track motorcycle racing. 

Rockwood died suddenly in the sum- 
mer of 1990, the same year that Ascot 
did. Aged 61, he had been at the micro- 
phones for 31 of those years. Exactly like 
Joe Leonard, Markel, Bubba Shobert, 
Scott Parker and the other champions he 
so admired, he routinely accomplished 
things none of his announcer peers 
could. Spontaneously describing combat 
as it occurred- sometimes before it 
occurred - Rockwood was, really, a 
bewildering paradox. There he was, the 
most knowledgeable, opinionated, con- 
stantly interesting fan alive, a man 
obsessed with motorcycle racing, an 
encyclopedia of statistics who had an 
out-of-the-ordinary memory for trivia 
and lore. But somehow, despite all this 
passion and knowledge, Rockwood had 
the wisdom to shut up when necessary 
and let the racing speak for itself. His 
famous voice was always under control. 
He never screamed. He ignored hyper- 
bole. Painstakingly, he described the 
races using the clear, lucid, authoritari- 








an tone of a police officer - 
which for a long time he was. 
And yet at unexpected moments 
he could be moving, ever 
poignant. 

For a man committed to dirt 
track racing as much as he was, 
Rockwood over time came to 
appreciate road racing, too, par- 
ticularly when he was in Day- 
tona for Speed Week. For a man 
like that, Rockwood had a good, 
satisfying run. Through the 
decades, his reputation as an 
announcer nonpareil carried him 
to every precinct of the Camel 
Pro Series theater, and it was 
generally his voice calling the 
big Nationals of the last quarter- 
century, dignifying all of them. 

But Los Angeles was where he lived, 
so Ascot was his home. Climate dictated 
that the majority of the National dirt 
track campaigns conclude under Cali- 
fornia's October sun - or moon, in 
Ascot's case. Rockwood got to tell of 
such dramatic fights for ownership of 
the number-one plate as Dick Mann's 
coupe de main of 1963; the 1968 Eight- 
Mile National duel between Gary Nixon 
and Fred Nix, when Nixon won and col- 
lapsed and Nix lost and wept; the hair- 
raiser of 1976 between Kenny Roberts, 
Gary Scott, and Jay Springsteen, when 
Springsteen, barely 19, obliterated a 17- 
Nationals-in-a-row win streak by Cali- 
fornians and won with a broken finger 
and a molten stomach; and 1981, when 
Hank Scott and Mike Kidd arrived at 
Ascot in an unprecedented deadlock for 
the points lead. 

Probably, Rockwood was at his vocal 
best from the late ‘50s through the '70s, 
the years when Ascot often conducted 
flat track racing every Friday. That early 
milieu was rich with interesting, fanati- 
cal people and truly wild racing. Ascot 
was totally brakeless and without cush- 
ioning hay bales, and the best of Friday 
evening fliers had reputations as risk- 
seekers that were not altogether dis- 
agreeable. 

But there's no denying it: catastro- 
phes occurred that chilled the blood: the 
night Don Hawley sent Elliott Schultz 
catapulting higher into the night than 
the back straightaway billboards; the 
summer when three (or was it four) 
Novices met their maker, and the insur- 
ance carrier afterward went crazy, so 
Ascot mandated that no more Novices 
race full-size motorcycles (tracks around 
the country all followed suit); or the 
1965 demise of the brilliant Black racer 
Clemmie Jackson, unavoidably struck 
by Dwayne Keeter, who years afterward 
also became an Ascot statistic. 

In every case, Ascotphiles mourned, 
agonized, rationalized. But every Ascot 
Friday, and Rockwood's voice, seemed 
to prove that Ascot affirmed life, not the 
reverse. 

Rockwood in those years was a 
dynamo. Before Friday night's racing 
even began, he went on the air, and 
Ascot's pits and grandstands heard his 
up-to-the-second assessment of doings 
out on the National tour. Rockwood had 








contacts everywhere in the U.S., and it 
was important to him to compile all the 
racing news and gossip, then deliver it 
fresh every Friday. He automatically 
assumed all of us were as interested as 
he was, and, over time, he made us so. 
He made us desperate to come back for 
the next Friday. 

He was the best press agent the likes 
of Carroll Resweber and Markel ever 
had. When he announced that one or 
both of them would be coming in for 
next week's racing, he had us lining the 
fences 10 deep. The same was true for 
George Roeder, whose wheelbarrow 
handlebars hadn't seen west of the 
Rockies. 

A typical Friday hosted time trials, 
heat races, trophy dashes, consolations, 
and main events for all three rider divi- 
sions. To Rockwood, every Ascot race 
was incised with importance. If he 
thought Junior Bob Kircher was going to 
out-qualify all the Experts, he put it on 
the air. If the hot Novice, Dean Noggle, 
was about to win his 10th heat race in a 
row, Rockwood spread the word. If the 
erratic Joe Koloko seemed destined to 
take another pratfall, Rockwood cau- 
tioned him beforehand. If it was a TT 
steeplechase, and Ronnie Nelson was 
going to be gunning for long-distance 
records plunging off Ascot's infield 
jump, Rockwood prepared the audi- 
ence. And if in the course of a race, 
somebody made a worthy pass from 
deep in the pack, Rockwood always 
noticed, and sent up public address 
cheers. 

With his cop's eyes, and ears, Rock- 
wood was naturally, inquisitive - a real 
gumshoe. He was devoted to collecting 
and spreading the news. But the ‘50s, 
‘60s and ‘70s were decades that don't 
give a damn about public relations. 
Ascot's black leather jacketed racers 
were insular, a cult of happy noncon- 
formists who raced the way they wanted 
to and didn't particularly care if anyone 
came to watch them or not. Rockwood 
was among the first to humanize them - 
over the public address and in the 
columns he wrote for this newspaper. 
He revealed what tuner had the fastest 
motorcycle, what rider was in a slump, 
and who was going to be hard to beat in 
the future. He really knew everything: 
what rider was cheating the rules with 











an oversized motor; what 
rider was popping pills to 
overcome the infamous Ascot 
terror; which riders were 
feuding; even who was hitting 
on whose girlfriend or wife. 
He could have written the 
great Ascot soap opera had he 
chosen. But motorcycle racing, 
to Rockwood, was pure and 
sacred. He kept untoward 
news to himself. 

Probably he knew more 
about the history and statis- 
tics of dirt track racing than 
the AMA did, itself. His few 
detractors called him a see- 
no-evil optimist who shame- 
lessly exaggerated racing's 
non-existent financial rewards 
and sugarcoated its problems. 
It was fair criticism, but Rock- 
wood couldn't help himself. 
Another charge named Rock- 
wood a chauvinist regarding 
racers from Ascot. This, too, 
was fair. Ascot, after all, had 
been the home track of the 
California national champions 
Mert Lawwill, Gene Romero, 
Mark  Brelsford, Kenny 
Roberts, Gary Scott, and Steve 
Eklund; Rockwood had pub- 
lic-addressed their careers 
from the time they were Novices. 

So, naturally, he was partial. 
Undoubtedly, Sammy "Flying Flea" 
Tanner was his favorite racer of all. One 
of Rockwood's first gigs was at Ascot's 
Eight-Mile National of 1959, won from 
the last row by Tanner in a mad upset. 
For all the years and nights that fol- 
lowed, Rockwood documented Tanner's 
400-heat, trophy-dash, main-event, and 
National victories in almost 3600 miles 
of Ascot racing. 

In addition to his announcing, Rock- 
wood was for 15 years a member of the 
Los Angeles Police Department, and he 
sometimes played the cop's card hard. 
With his insinuating walk, light voice, 
and loaded pauses, he managed to give 
the impression that members of the out- 
law Motorcycle Racers Inc. were all fit 
subjects to be locked away in a penal 
institution. This was during the early 
'60s when MRI was threatening a wild- 
cat strike of Ascot unless prize money 
was raised. One of the ringleaders was 
A] Gunter, an amazing racer and Gold 
Star wizard who despised all humanity - 
but Roxy Rockwood particularly. Rock- 
wood, for his part, went on delivering _ 
electric accounts of Gunter's triumphs in 
the Eight-Mile Nationals of 1960, 1962, 
and 1963. He was also announcing the 
Friday night race, better than a decade 
later, where Gunter, worn out and 
depressed, crashed, broke his back, and 
was forever paralyzed. As the last irony, 
it was Rockwood who delivered a senti- 
mental eulogy for his old enemy at the 
San Jose Mile following Gunter's 1976 
passing. 

As the original track announcer to 
approach motorcycle racing as if it were 
a sports contest, Rockwood sounded as 
if he were a disciple of, say, baseball, 
with all it's play-by-play patter. In fact, 
he despised baseball, and almost every- 
thing else but motorcycling. 

His announcing career was launched 
by chance. One early night at Ascot, the 
regular motorcycle announcer fell in, 
and Rockwood was asked to substitute 
because nobody could think of anybody 
else. From modest beginnings do giants 


OW. 

Ascot owed him a still greater debt. 
He was one of the individuals who 
invented the place. This was in May of 
1959, when he and some others, includ- 


ing the photographer Walt Mahony, 
drove some stakes into the forlorn site 
of the abandoned dump after striking a 
strange deal with a local property 
owner. 

Rockwood was, even then, a motor- 
cyclist. Born in Minnesota, he came to 
the Pacific Coast for the climate. Even 
then he was always flagging off motor- 
cycle races, sometimes even participat- 
ing in sportsman police events. A lot of 
his time on the Los Angeles force was 
spent on a Harley-Davidson freeway 
cruiser. 

Despite this, he was no Walter Mitty 
- he never entertained visions of emulat- 
ing the kamikazes of Ascot, whose 
exploits his voice celebrated so well. But 
his oldest son, Tommy, did. And this led 
to Rockwood living the bittersweet 
experience of describing his son win- 
ning the race that meant most to both of 
them - Ascot's Eight-Mile National. 

Tommy was a quiet boy, a shy boy, 
and until tumbling into the drug culture 
during his senior year of high school, 
was apparently a straight-A student 
and scholar. Even his problems didn't 
interrupt his life-long push - approved 
by his father, who set great store in his 
son's career - to be a professional flat 
tracker and Ascot champion. Speeding 
up through the ranks, the younger 
Rockwood earned his stellar victory in 
the Eight-Mile National of 1971. After- 
ward, he tumbled headlong into an 
addiction that he bravely, but futilely, 
fought until it destroyed him in the late 
“705. 

Many of the most masterly races 
Rockwood ever called involved his son. 
And what made them so was Roxy's 
coolness and detachment, his way of 
somehow judging Tommy as just 
another contestant instead of permitting 
parental pride to force him into 
favoritism. Ascot's 1971 National was a 
wild go-round that saw the lead change 
14 times, and Tommy set a record in 
winning it. But when father congratu- 
lated son afterward, their winner's cir- 
cle interview sounded strained. 
Tommy's problems had tainted the rela- 
tionship. 

If you wonder why it is that Roxy 
Rockwood remains so admired, yet left 
no announcing heirs or imitators, the 
explanation is that Rockwood's manner 
of announcing is too difficult to do. To 
emulate him, an announcer needs to: be 
so colossal a fan that racing consumes 
him; have a memory like a whip; be 
committed to hunting down and pass- 
ing along every up-to-the-minute piece 
of racing news; and ultimately, deliver 
the sights his eyes capture into words 
that audiences can still quote decades 
afterwards. In this era of all show and 
little substance, when an announcer at, 
say, the Superbowl of Motocross can 
roar and scream uninterruptedly 
through four hours worth of heats, 
semis, consies and main event, and still 
not get off one memorable line, Rock- 
wood seems all the more missed. 

^When's the last time you heard a 
Harley sound like that?" he demanded 
of his audience in delight, the shock 
Ascot evening in 1977 when Garth Brow 
went on a tear. "Farewell to the BSA 
Gold Stars!" he cried in 1969, on the 
evening when the old engine formula at 
last expired. Rockwood could lift your 
spirits or break your heart. 

Now the Gold Stars are gone, the XR 
Harley-Davidsons that race in Southern 
California have mufflers, Ascot is no 
longer able to do its fan dance from 
landfill to fantasyland, and Rockwood 
best lines have vanished into some Val- 
halla where worthy words disappear. 
Sad! сч

t one point last year, 1988 AMA 
A National Champion 

Jamie James seemed to be on his 
way out of road racing. He had badly 
injured a hand in a tire-testing crash at 
Daytona in December of 1992, and was 
forced to sit out the 1993 series opener - 


the Daytona 200. That race was won by 
four-time World Champion Eddie Law-

son, riding as James' replacement on a 
variation of his Vance & Hines Yamaha 
FZR750. To make matters worse, the 
Vance & Hines team seemed to some- 
what lose interest in James, spending 
more time and resources on his young 
teammate, Colin Edwards II. Never one 
to complain, James went about his busi- 
ness as he waited for the injured hand to 
heal. 

In the meantime, James observed and 
participated in stock car racing, and for 
a time thought of changing to a car rac- 


ing career. He moved from his home in 
Louisiana to North Carolina so as to get 
closer to the Busch Grand National 
scene, and even had a few outings in a 
race car. Backing his sponsor's car into a 
wall or two was one of the things that 
stopped him from making the change. 
James came back strong following his 
injury, putting in some intensely spirit- 
ed charges during the last few races of 
"the season - most notably the Mid-Ohio 
round of the series when he relentlessly 
pursued Dale Quarterley. James has 
been riding Yamahas for four seasons 





now and many look to him as the man 
who may just win the championship in 
1994. 


We'll ask the million dollar question 
first. How much longer are you going 
to race motorcycles? Are you satisfied 
enough with what you have accom- 
plished to walk away from the sport? 
As long as I feel like I do now, and I'm 
healthy, I'll probably stay at it. I’ve 
worked really hard for 10 or 12 years to 
get to where I am, and it would be a 
shame to quit now that I’m reaching the 
kind of position I’ve tried so hard to 
attain. 

Ihad some injuries that I had to work 
around last year, but those are all much 
better now. As for the way I feel going 
into Daytona, I feel better than I did 
going into the tire test when I was hurt a 
year and a half ago. I actually feel 
stronger than ever. 

I'm not really going to put a limit on 
how much longer I’m going to race. As 
long as I feel strong and competitive, 
and feel like I can still go out and give 
110%, and I feel like doing it - then I will 
continue to race. 

I'd have to say that I'm fairly satis- 
fied. I feel that I’ve accomplished a few 
of my goals, but I have also made some 
mistakes in the past, and I'm just learn- 
ing the whole business end of it. I feel 
like I’m now getting it together as far as 
the overall picture goes. I’ve been work- 
ing with Yamaha now for four years, 
and that feels really good. I really need 
to have a good year to make myself feel 
good about that whole situation, and to 
even strengthen my relationship with 
Yamaha. 

The word is that you and Colin will 
race YZF600s in the AMA/CCS 600cc 
Supersport race at Daytona. Will you 
race that class all season long? Many 
feel that a Supersport ride could lessen 
your chances of winning the U.S. 
Superbike National Championship. 
We're going to, in speaking with the 
race guys at Yamaha, get through Day- 
tona and see how it goes and make a 
decision from there. I think in this sport 
it all comes down to how you mentally 
look at a situation. In 1989 - when I was 
riding everything under the sun - I 
didn't feel like it (riding Supersport) 
hurt my Superbike effort any. Now that 
I have much more experience, I should 
be able to deal with it better. I think 
that's the only way I can look at it. I 
mean, when you take on something like 
this, having a positive attitude is 90% of 
it. 

You must really look at racing differ- 
ently now as compared to when you 
started. 

I really don't look at it any differently. 
Of course, I look at it as more of a busi- 
ness, the more you learn about this busi- 
ness makes you a better rider. As far as 
the actual racing goes, I may approach it 
a little differently, maybe a little more 
tactfully, or whatever. I try to use my 
head as much as possible, probably 
much more than I did in my younger 
days. Other than that, I’m out to do the 
same thing, which is to give 110% to win 
as many races as I can. 

No doubt, I am thinking more about 
my racing now as compared to when I 


first began racing. As you age, you lose 
the just-hold-it-wide-open type theory 
you had when you were younger. Then, 
you're just always on the gas, at no mat- 
ter what cost. You really don't fathom 
that you can hurt yourself quite badly 
with that attitude. You're not even 
thinking about it. Now, there has been a 
lot of proof that you can hurt yourself - 
because you've done it. So you have to 
have a completely different outlook and 
you start doing things differently - you 
start to concentrate on making the bike 
Work better for you. Every little advan- 
tage you get out of the machinery means 
that you will have to take fewer chances 
on the racetrack, so you begin to work 
hard on that stuff. I think you start 
working at that a lot harder the older 
you get. 

Let's discuss the immediate improve- 
ments you noticed upon riding the 
Yamaha YZF750SP as opposed to the 
Owo. 

I definitely felt that when I was riding 
the OW - just because of the handling 
characteristics of the bike and the way 
that the frame geometry was - it just 
seemed to really like the faster race- 
tracks. Now, with the newer bike, I 
think that we ought to go faster on the 
shorter courses as well, and it hasn't 
hurt it on the big tracks. We have a 
much better overall package now than 
before. 

With the OW, you used to really 
have to late brake it into the corner and 
work on getting it slowed way down to 
make it turn. Otherwise it would seem 
to want to push the front end, so you 
had to really work hard at getting it 
turned. With the new bike, you seem to 
be able to carry more speed into the cor- 
ner and get it turned at a later apex and 
pick up the throttle. It transfers the 
weight better to the rear, which just 
gives you better bite coming off the cor- 
ners. Whether it is easier on tires or not, 
that is kind of hard to say. I wouldn't 
really say that it is easier on tires, but I 
would say that the bike is much faster. 
The bike works really well and I can do 
quicker laps with much less effort com- 
pared to the OWOI. In our engine pro- 
gram it is really hard to say. Jim 
Leonard, and those guys at Vance & 
Hines, are always working on the 
engine program and are always creep- 
ing up on new discoveries. I could tell 
you things now that wouldn't mean 
anything at Daytona because those boys 
will have far surpassed those things in 
just a few weeks. I think it is the same at 
most of the other teams as well - they 
are making improvements almost every 
race. I can tell you that the chassis seems 
to be able to handle a more abrupt 








power delivery, it seems to make the 
bike much easier to ride. You're not con- 
stantly worrying about wheelspin like 
you were with the OW. 

What have your forays into auto racing 
been like and where do you expect to 
go with that? 

That was something that I started, and I 
got a sponsor and figured that I'd try a 
couple of races. We did that with the 
main objective being that I didn't want 
to jeopardize what I have worked so 
hard for in motorcycle road racing. T 
mean, unless there was just a super 
great deal coming my way, I'll be 
focused 100% on motorcycle racing until 
I decide to do otherwise. I just wanted 
basically to get in there and feel it out 
and see what was involved; get a feel for 
the whole deal. I had played with a 
Winston All-Pro Series short track car. 
I've done that on and off for the last 
couple of years. I drove it probably six 
times. 

Basically, there are no great differ- 
ences in bike racing as compared to rac- 
ing a car. Some motorcycles want to do 
some things a little differently than oth- 
ers, and it is up to the rider to find what 
the bike likes best in order to go his 
quickest. That's the same thing you are 
doing with the race car. You're trying to 
find out how it reacts to certain situa- 
tions, then you try to put it all together 
to go the fastest. The whole thing is, on 
a motorcycle there is no real fixed bias - 
the rider can make up for differences in 
his style and his weight and things like 
that. In a race car, if it's not right you 
can only do so much with it. If the car 
isn't right, it really doesn't matter how 
good you are, it's only going to go 
around there so quick. I think the set-up 
on a race car is tremendously critical. Of 
course, once you get in the ballpark, it 
may or may not be as critical as with a 
motorcycle. But when you come from 
motorcycle road racing, and you 
absolutely know nothing about oval- 
track race cars, just getting the car in the 
ball park is the tough part. As far as a 
car is concerned, there are so many 
things that can be a little off, and one 
thing affects all four corners of the race 
car. 

I'd hate to go to cars and start out at 
the bottom after attaining as much as I 
have in motorcycle racing. 

It must have been incredibly difficult 
to sit and watch Eddie Lawson win the 
Daytona 200 on your motorcycle last 
year. 

I wanted Yamaha to do well. If they 
don't do well then I have no chance of 
ever doing well, because they need to 
win races to keep getting support for the 
whole race team. As far as that goes, I 











was happy to see them do well. But it 
was a little tough for me to watch a 
motorcycle that I, basically, had been 
riding for two years, and that Jim 
Leonard and Dale Rathwell and myself 
had been working really hard together 
to make it as good as it was; it proved it 
in the tire test down there at Daytona. It 
was as close as it ever had been as far as 
circulating with the Kawasaki - I mean 
in the infield and everywhere else. Then, 
when it showed up there with about 
five or six mph on the field, that made it 
just killer. It was kind of hard to sit there 
and watch. As a rider you work with the 


'team and you work hard to have that 


happen, to have the ideal situation, 
because that's what it takes to win races. 
You can ride ‘em as good as you want 
to, but you have to have a machine and 
a team with everything working togeth- 
er at the same time to win races. You 
work hard to do that and all of a sud- 
den, someone else reaps all the benefits - 
it’s kinda hard to watch. You have to 
remember, that wasn't the last time and 
you'll get your chance. 111 get another 
chance. 

I'm not sure what (Lawson) did with 
the bike last year as far as a set-up; I 
spoke to Dale, our suspension man, a lit- 
tle bit. I think they brought the bike 
there a little bit different than what we 
ran it there for the tire test. I think, from 
what I understood, he basically went 
back to exactly, or real close to, where 
we were at the Daytona tire test. The 
bike circulated down there in the low, 
low 51s. That was with a motor that 
wasn't as fast as the one Eddie ran, plus, 
Eddie being as experienced as he is 
probably didn't hurt (laughs). 


How do you feel about Yamaha bring- ` 


ing him in to defend that win? 

I feel good about it; he'll be just like any- 
one else. I'll be trying to beat him. We 
have a lot of experience at Daytona, too, 
and we'll give it our best shot and see 
what happens. I don't have any negative 
feelings about Eddie coming at all. I 
think it's great for the whole show. If I 
could manage to win the race with him 
being there, it would be that much bet- 
ter. 

The Vance & Hines people will no 
doubt be working 20 hours a day, six 
days a week until Daytona. 

Those guys, they're unbelievable. One 
of the big things is getting all of the 
right pieces to go to work. That's proba- 
bly one of the most frustrating things, 
getting everything there to go to work 
with. Then all of a sudden you have it 
all come in and you're thrashing! Those 
guys won't sleep much from now until 
Daytona, and they certainly won't sleep 
much once we get there. Depending on 





how things go, Jim (Leonard) and the 
boys are very organized and have 
everything in order, but if it comes 
down to having to work all night, that's 
what's done. 

What were your experiences with for- 
mer Vance & Hines crew chief and cur- 
rent Muzzy Kawasaki team manager 
Steve Johnson like? And what of Byron 
Hines? 

In my opinion, I felt like Steve was a 
good organizer. I didn't have to deal 
with him on a day in and day out basis, 
and perhaps if you were in that kind of 
a situation, you'd see some things I 
didn't. I got along fairly well with Steve 
and I felt he was a good organizer. Dale 
Rathwell is a really good guy and he 
brings a real technical side of the sus- 
pension tuning to the team; he is con- 
stantly making the riders think about 
our riding and making us explain more 
in-depth once we are off the bike. 

I have worked with Byron several 
times in the past. He has made it to sev- 
eral races and I think he contributes a lot 
at the shop. Because of his drag racing 
Schedule, we haven't been around each 
other a whole lot. I can say this: every 
time I have been around him he has been 
a pleasure to work with and to be 
around. He really has his heart in racing. 
Regarding him working a little more 
closely with the race team this year, as I 
said - when you get older you'll take all 
the horsepower you can get! 

You are rumored to be somewhat 
superstitious, is that true? 

Well, I have a few little things, but I 
wouldn't say that I'm really supersti- 
tious. I'm not too bad about it. I don't 
like brand new leathers - I wouldn't go 
the route of having new leathers every 
weekend like some international riders 
do. The first time you fall down and you 
get up and the leathers are skinned in a 
few places, you can say, "Well, that's 
over with.’ It’s a fairly big relief. Then 
you go on about your business. 

Your opinion on Doug Polen and the 
perceived advantage of the Ducati V- 
twin in Superbike racing last season 
has not been printed. What did you 
think of Doug's performance? 

I felt we could beat him. And if you 
think I'm going to sit here and have you 
write that I said we had no chance of 
beating Polen last year and have him 
read that - you're wrong. I would never 
give Doug that. Anyway, I try to keep 
from complaining too much, you know, 
at least to the press anyway. 

The MTV special featuring yourself, 
Edwards and Larry Schwarzbach has 
aired quite a bit in the past year. What 
was it like to make? 

I would say that MTV thing made me 
quite a bit more recognizable than prob- 
ably anything else I've done. I've had 
just an incredible amount of response 
from fans and others about it. I think it 
was a really good thing and I think it 
did the whole sport of superbike racing 
a lot of justice. I was really happy with it 
once I saw it because that was the first 
time I had been involved in something 
like that. When you're doing it, you 
don't know what it's gonna look like 
once you're finished. But I thought they 
really did a good job with it. 

You have been teamed with a variety 
of riders in your seasons of AMA rac- 
ing. How much information do you 
feel comfortable sharing with a team- 
mate? 

I would say that I had more trouble with 
it at first than I do now. In today's time I 
am basically concentrating on what I 
need to have to go fast for myself. If 
they can benefit from it, that's fine. I 
would guess that I am getting a little 
less touchy about it as times goes on. єх

Honda CB1000 





hen a small group of designers 

and engineers at Honda 

approached the company's 

upper management with the 
idea of developing a brand-new streetbike 
- a "standard," no-fairing type sportbike - 
the top brass thought about it, weighed 
the options and, surprisingly, decided to 
give them the green light. But there was 
one small stipulation: if they wanted to 
build this bike, they would have to do it 
on their own time - off the clock, so to 
speak. 

You see, Honda wasn't exactly sold on 
the idea of adding a standard street bike 
to its line-up, especially after having seen 
what happened to Kawasaki, who tried 
marketing standard bikes a few years ago 
with its Zephyr models. Although they 
were good motorcycles, the conventional 
look of the Zephyrs didn't result in big 
sales. Needless to say, the Zephyrs are 
now history. 

Despite the seemingly unacceptable 
provision given this small-but-very-deter- 
mined group of engineers and designers 
(not to mention hard-core motorcycle 
enthusiasts), they went ahead with their 
plan, burned the midnight oil, and built 
their dream bike - a bike which they 
thought would nicely fill a hole in 
Honda's street line up. What they came 
up with is the CB1000, a standard “mus- 
cle" bike that took over two years to 
develop. The top brass was quite 
impressed with the creation, and immedi- 
ately ordered the CB1000 into production. 
It was introduced in the middle of last 
year as a 1994 model. 

The CB1000 features a combination of 
"old" and new. Many of the parts come 
from other Honda models: the 998cc, 16- 
valve, liquid-cooled, in-line, four-cylinder 


motor is basically the same mill that pow- 
ers the CBR1000F; the 43mm “right-side- 
up” fork is borrowed from the RC30; the 
four semi-flatslide CV 34mm carbs are 
nearly identical to those of the CBR600F2; 
and the dual, opposed four-piston-caliper 
front disc brake comes from the 
CBR90ORR. The rest of the bike is original 
CB1000. 

As compared to the CBR1000F's pow- 
erplant, the CB1000's engine features 
some significant differences. First of all, 
the six-speed transmission of the CBR 
has been reduced to a five-speed gearbox

in the CB1000, and the heart of the 
engine has been tuned for more 
midrange punch rather than top-end 
speed. Despite the fact that the CB has 
been ^mellowed out," it is still a down- 
right fast motorcycle. 

There isn't much bottom-end to speak 
of, but it doesn't really matter because the 
transition from low- to mid-range is grad- 
ual and the meat of the powerband starts 
early. Pulling away from an intersection 
requires some clutch slipping, but within 
a few feet the power starts building pro- 
gressively and then the CB really starts to 


accelerate, at around 3000 rpm. From then 
on, the CB pulls hard, very hard, until top 
gear has been reached. 

After cruising speed has been attained, 
the CB motors along effortlessly and com- 
fortably at 65 mph, with the tachometer 
needle hovering around the 4000 mark. 
Vibration is nearly non-existent, especial- 
ly while motoring along at highway 
speeds. 

The motor is simply impressive but, 
unfortunately, not perfect. There's a very 
noticeable and annoying lash in the trans- 
mission when the throttle is initially twist- 








ed open from the fully closed position. 
This is especially bothersome while 
leaned over in a corner when you want to 
add some power, and it takes a seriously 
concentrated effort and delicate wrist 
work to prevent this “herky-jerky” motion 
from happening. We ended up using the 
clutch a lot to prevent the slap. 

On paper, the CB1000 appears quite 
big with its 60.6-inch wheelbase, 516- 
pound claimed dry weight and 5.8-gallon 
gas tank, but on the road these figures 
don't reflect the CB very well at all. 
Instead, the CB feels quite nimble and 
responds quickly to the rider's demands. 
It's a well-balanced motorcycle, but it 
does feel a little top heavy, especially after 
topping off the huge tank.

Despite its weight, the CB is no slouch 
when it comes to the turns. At speed, the 
CB feels remarkably agile; it rolls into the 
turns nicely and holds its line like it 
should. However, we weren't as 
impressed with the CB's low-speed turn- 
ing ability. Here, the front end felt heavy 
and it took significant pressure on the 
inside handlebar to keep the wheel from 
tucking in on itself. 

The CB feels best just cruising along in 
a straight line. It’s somewhat heavy 
weight makes it feel extremely stable, and 
the suspension does an excellent job soak- 
ing up the bumps. The fork is a tad on the 
soft side for aggressive riding, but just 
fine for casual cruising. We had no com- 
plaints whatsoever with the dual piggy- 
back reservoir shocks, which are mount- 
ed to a huge 40 x 90mm, extruded- 
aluminum, box-section swingarm - the 
biggest swingarm on any Honda model. 

We have nothing good to say about the 
CB's wide handlebars. We didn't like the 
flat bend one bit, and one of our testers 
had problems with his finger tips going 
numb after long stints in the saddle. This 





problem was amplified when using thick, 
cold-weather gloves. 

Despite the handlebar bend, the CB is 
comfortable, thanks to its wide seat, low- 
mounted footpegs and roomy layout. The 
levers are within easy reach and the 
instruments can be read at a glance. 

We loved the CB’s large-capacity fuel 
tank. We usually managed to squeeze out 
about 175 miles before switching to 
reserve, which would then carry us well 
over the 200-mile mark before having to 
pull into a gas station. The fuel 
on/off/reserve switch is easily accessible 
while still in motion. 

As far as appearance, the CB1000 is an 
attractive motorcycle. It has a simple yet 
eye-catching look, and the quality of 
craftsmanship is about as good as you can 
get - have you ever in your life seen pretti- 
er passenger footpeg brackets? Check ‘em 
out. They’re made out of forged alumini- 
um, as are the triple clamps, brake and 
shift pedals, headlight mounts, instru- 
ment brackets, engine mounting plates, 
rear brake mount and the passenger grab- 
rail. Adding to its appearance are clean- 
looking, three-spoke, black-painted, 18- 
inch cast aluminum wheels, that are fitted 
with wide, low-profile radial tires. 

Overall, it’s no wonder to us that 
Honda decided to add this motorcycle to 
its line up. It has an awesome and 
already-proven motor, which is encased 
by a solid chassis and suspension pack- 
age. Just don't let the CB's standard or 
conventional look fool you, this motorcy- 
cle is a performer and - in our opinion - a 
looker, as well.

Ithough there is over two months 
A to go before the first round of the 

World Superbike Championship 
at Donington Park in England on May 1, 
World Champion Scott Russell seems to 
have fired the first shot with lap-record 
setting times during the recent Aus- 
tralian tests. 

The 1994 season will be the first time 
that both Russell and two-time World 
Champion Doug Polen have crossed 
swords in the World Superbike Series, 
and both the factory Kawasaki and 
Honda teams recently completed tests at 
both Eastern Creek and Phillip Island. 

The edge thus far goes to Russell, 
who scorched around the Eastern Creek 
circuit in one-minute, 33.89 seconds - 
more than seven-tenths quicker than 
Aussie Troy Corser's official lap record 
of 1:34.67. Corser set the time while 
earning the 1993 Australian Superbike 
Championship. Russell's new teammate, 
Terry Rymer, also fared well, lapping 
Eastern Creek in 1:34.6, to equal Cors- 
er's record. 

Polen, on the other hand, only man- 
aged a string of 1:35s during HRC's ses- 
sion at Eastern Creek. 

"If the championship started tomor- 
row, Honda would be in real trouble," 
Russell said on February 10 in Australia. 
"The information we have is that the 
RC45 tests, at Phillip Island and Eastern 
Creek, were not very encouraging. I 
think they have a lot of work to do. I just 
wish the first round was next week 
because I'm ready to go now. 

"Basically, we tried a lot of new stuff 
and we got the new bike where I 
thought we wanted to be at the end of 
five days. We learned a lot about the 
new bike - what does what." 

Answering Polen's claims that he 
could reduce his Eastern Creek lap 
times if he felt like it, Russell said: ^For

as long as I've raced 
Doug, he's always been 
trying to psych every- 
body out like this. 
That's his deal because 
he has to do that - to 
convince himself that he 
can do it. Some riders 
are bothered by Doug 
psyching them out, but 
that sort of stuff just 
bounces right off me. 
I've just heard and read 
enough about it. I'm just 
glad that Doug will be 


because we have never 
really run head-to- 
head for a champion- 
ship. We raced against 
each other in the 1988 
AMA Superbike Cham- 
pionship, but he was 
With the factory team and I was on a pri- 
vateer Suzuki. This year will be the first 
really good test." 

Russell left Australia brimming with 
confidence. “I do feel really good about 
the coming season," he said. "I think 
everyone is expecting a lot from the 
other teams and probably counting 
Kawasaki out a little bit. My warning is 
that they shouldn't do that. We were 
able to run very strong last year against 
all the bikes, and I don't see the bikes 
that we have to compete against this 
year being that much better. They will 
be better, but ours will be better also. 
I'm confident that we will do real well. I 
know it's going to be a tough year, but I 
am just as determined to retain the title 
as I was last year." 

Though most were tight-lipped about 
the test, it is believed that Kawasaki test- 
ed several new frames, with the focus 
being on adding stiffness. The team also 
tested various engine components as 
well as a variety of rear linkages. ex

How have the tests progressed for 
you? 
We are on a schedule and we are 
moving through all of the procedures 
of the test and everything is coming 
along. We are learning a lot of things 
and that's what is important. 
What are your goals for the coming 
season? 
To win the World Championship for 
Honda is the number one goal. It has 
been really enjoyable so far to work 
for the guys at Honda. The HRC 
guys are real keen to work and it is 
interesting for me to be around that 
and see how it works and under- 
stand it myself. 
What's the new RC45 like to ride? 
How does it compare to the Ducati? 
It's hard to say right now. I haven't 
ridden in six months. The last time I 
rode was in August, so it's a whole 
different deal, It's going to be hard to 
say what it is like, but so far, so good. 
I'm just really starting over from 
scratch - a new team, a new bike. 
Overall, it's like shaking the bag up, 
turning it upside down and starting 
all over again - just like a jigsaw puz- 
zle. 


Time-wise, are you close to being 
where you want to be? 

Phillip Island wasn't that good, but 
at Eastern Creek it was much better. 
We were a bit behind there, but we 
are much closer here (Eastern Creek). 
Are you using an on-board comput- 
er on the bike? 

Yes. It's the first time I've every had 
the opportunity to ride with teleme- 
try. For me this is really good. I can 
relate to the computer side of things 
because computers are my hobby 
anyway. That, to me, is really inter- 
esting. HRC just has loads of the stuff 
covering everything on the bike. The 
computers will confirm aspects on 
the bike and allow me to have anoth- 
er tool to work back and forth with. 
How long is your contract? Is it a 
good deal? Six figures or seven? © 
Two years. Good 


od try. 
Who do you think will be the top ` 


three this season - you, Scott Russell 
and Pirovano? 

Im sure (Carl) Fogarty will be there. 
I don't think he'll be there for the 
championship, but he will definitely 
win a few races. Everyone does their 
thing during the off season, and you 
don't really find out anything until 
the first round. We are going to run 
the Supercup race at Donington Park 
on April 4 and Jamie Whitham is 
supposed to be there on the factory 
Ducati. So that will tell us a month 
before we start. 

What are your plans beyond this 
team? Is there a Grand Prix ride in 
your future? : 

It remains to be seen. 111 probably 
ride a 500 this year - just to ride it. I 
just want to ride it to see what it's 
like. If it's a blast - well, you never 
know. Although at this point and 
time it would not be the smartest 
thing for me to do. It would be worse 


than this - I would be starting at the

44 w, man," said Team Harley-David- 
son's Kevin Atherton as he looked at 
the heat race lineup sheet posted on 
the side of the AMA trailer at the 
1991 Sacramento Mile. "Look 
who I have in my heat race. I'd 
better get out front real quick." 

A quick glance revealed that 
Atherton would take his place 
on the front row to the left of 
Rodney Farris. "That guy is 
nuts,” explained Atherton. 

True, Farris may have 
been considered “nuts” by 
many. But who could blame 
them? Throughout his 
career, the Marylander - who 
now resides in Winchester, 
Virginia - had proven to be 
one of the most aggressive, 
hardest-charging racers on 
the circuit. The line between 
control and recklessness is a 
fine one, and Farris knows it 
well. 

There was no doubt that 

Farris had the speed to be a 
front runner, but it was his 
lack of restraint that so often 
knocked him out of the run- 
ning. 
Last year, though, was a 
big one for Farris. In addi- 
tion to turning 30, the one- 
time wild man suddenly 
realized that he had the tools 
to be a winner, but had sim- 
ply been using them in the 
wrong way. Consistency and 
control became key ingredi- 
ents in his race strategy dur- 
ing the off-season, and what 
emerged during the '93 
AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship series was an all- 
new Rodney Farris. Gone 
was the aggressive bump- 
and-grind riding style, and 
in it's place was a smoothed- 
out, steady technique that 
yielded the best season-end 
finish of his career. 

“Rodney has been a 
charger since he started rac- 
ing," said Farris' tuner, 
Eddie Adkins. "He was 
coached to ride that way 
from the start. I didn't want 
to take that away from him, 
but what he did need to do 
was mellow out. He took too 
many chances, and that's not 
only dangerous to himself, 
but to other riders as well. 
And 1 tell you - riding like 
that is also really hard on 
equipment." 

Though he crashed a few times in 
‘93, Farris stood on the podium twice, 
finishing third at the Springfield Mile, 
and a career-best second at the Lima 
Half Mile. At the year's end, Farris was 
ranked fifth, bettered only by three-time 
Grand National Champion Ricky Gra- 
ham, former champion Chris Carr, four- 
time champ Scott Parker and veteran 
Steve Morehead. 

Armed with his newfound control 
and confidence, Farris anxiously awaits 
the start of this year's Grand National 
Championship Series. Giving Farris 
even more to look forward to at the 
series-opening Daytona Short Track are 
Daytona Beach, Florida's traditionally 
sunny conditions, as a wave of terrible 
weather has swept through the eastern 
states. Snow and ice have kept Farris 











cooped up in his Winchester home for 
days, and he was more than happy to 
spend a few minutes on the phone with 
a friendly voice. . . 

How long have you been racing as an 
Expert? 

Well, this is my 13th season, and I'll be 
31 years old in May. 

In most physically demanding sports 
like motorcycle racing, it seems that 
youth is an advantage. But you seem to 
be improving as you get older. 

Well, a lot of that has to do with experi- 
ence gained. And there's not a whole lot 
of new young guys coming into the 
sport. Just look at what Ricky Graham 
did last year. He's older than me and he 
had the best season of his career. That 
just gives me more incentive to keep 
pushing harder. Last year was my best 





season also, and I’m gonna push even 
harder this year. 

Well, just how important would you say 
youth is, in the sport of dirt track racing? 
Well, it's nice to be young, but no matter 
what you do - in this sport to really run 
up front, what you need is experience. I 
finally have all of that, and I really have 
a good chance to run up front on a regu- 
lar basis. There may be a couple guys 
who have come right up the ranks and 
jumped right into the head of the pack, 
but IIl tell ya - for nine out of 10 guys 
it’s gonna take them a few years to get 
up in the front. Now I've had some 
problems in the past, and maybe I 
should be doing even better than I am, 
but I’ve put all that behind me and I'm 
focused and ready to be up front on a 


regular basis. 


















йа you mean by that? 
st sitting down and talking with the 
people that I'm close to and taking a 
look at my life and what I've done, 
focusing on the mistakes that 
Ive made and correcting 
them. It's something that I 
should have done a long time 
ago. I decided that I didn't 
just want to "be there" in the 
mains, I want to be the main 
man there. 

So what made the big differ- 
ence? 

A little bit had to do with me 
training harder, but the 
biggest part was that I was 
more focused on what I had 
to do. I'd concentrate on that 
all week long and when I 
showed up at the track all I 
had to do was worry about 
racing the bike. I could 
always make the finals. It 
really wasn't a challenge to 
make the final, you know - 
once you start making the 
finals it becomes easy. But I 
wanted to take it a step fur- 
ther, and I feel that I have. 

My tuner, Eddie Adkins, 

has the bike running real 
strong and we're working on 
some new sponsors for this 
year. Then, of course, there's 
all of the wonderful people 
that have stuck by me 
through all the years. I 
couldn't have done anything 
without them. 
Speaking of your sponsor, 
Eddie Adkins, the two of you 
have had an on-again, off- 
again association. Describe 
your relationship with Eddie. 
Well, it's more like being in 
the same family. I’ve known 
Eddie since I was five years 
old, and we've done every- 
thing together. He and my 
dad were best friends, and he 
used to help me out when I 
raced mini bikes. I even used 
to live at his house for a 
while. Our main problem is 
that we have what is more 
like a father-son relationship - 
and you know how they 
always fight. Years ago when 
we had our differences, he 
was still looking at me like I 
was a kid novice and I had to 
finally say, “Hey look, Eddie, 
this is how it is." 

But now we have a smooth 
deal going, and we're gonna 
be there (in the running) this 
year. It’s really hard to 
describe our relationship beyond being 
like a family thing, and you know - fam- 
ilies always fight. 

You have come painfully close to win- 
ning your first National. What do you 
think has kept you from attaining that 
goal? 

In the years past it was a lack of dedica- 
tion and not preparing myself enough. 
This year, there were just a few bad luck 
things. At Parkersburg I was running 
second real close to Kevin Atherton and 
we broke. There were a few other little 
things, but I’m finally at the point where 
I can definitely run with them. Now the 
next step is beating them. 

What goes through your mind when 
you are doing so well and a small 
mechanical failure sets you back? 

Well, it does hurt a little, but heck - me 


and Eddie have 
everything worked 
out. The broken igni- 
tion bracket at Park- 
ersburg was a freak 
thing. We finished 
second the next 
week at the Lima 
Half Mile. But you 
know, I can’t help 
but think that those 
16 points could have 
cost me fourth place 
in the point stand- 
ings. That's just rac- 
ing, though. 

In the past, you 
have been known to 
be a rather wild 
rider, but you seem 
to have toned down 
your riding style 
considerably. What changes did you 
make? 

Well, I'm just trying to smooth out. I 
still like to charge hard. I'm not afraid to 
run it into a turn with anyone. It's just 
maturity and realizing that you could be 
hurting yourself and someone else by 
riding that way. Looking at the tapes and 
really seeing what's going on out there 
Showed me a few mistakes that I've 
made in the past that put people in a 
jeopardizing position. When I sat back 
and thought about it, I realize my past 
mistakes and decided that I just need to 
be more in control with what I'm doing 
with myself, and on the racetrack. 
Smoothing out and staying in control has 
really helped те. I got fifth last year, and ~ 
that's the best I've ever done. Growing 
up was also a part of it, you know - 
maturity. 

Another thing that kinda got me to 
smooth out was the fact that one of my 
sponsors - Mike Lynch - has a son 
named Paul who races. Well, Paul sorta 
looks up to me and considers me a role 
model. Well, if I'm a role model, I don't 
wanna be some wildman. If this boy 
looks up to me and likes what I do, I 
want to be a good example. 

What do you feel your strengths and 
weaknesses are? 

I don't know. . . I’ve got good corner 
speed and I don't mind running up in 
the turns with any of them. I think that 
the half miles are definitely my 
Strengths. 

There are 13 half miles this year and 
only six miles scheduled this year. Will 
that work to your advantage? 

I'm really looking forward to those, that's 
for sure. On the half miles, the motors 
aren't as important. You do have to have 
a good strong motor because there's a 
couple big half miles out there, but if you 
have good corner speed - which I feel I 
do - you can make up the difference that 
you might lose on the straightaways. 

What I'm looking forward to is 
putting in a 100% effort on these half 
miles. Steve Morehead has taught me a 
lot on the half miles, and I’m comfort- 
able and confident. 

What about the other races? 

Well, Daytona Short Track is like a crap 
Shoot. There are so many guys that can 
go really fast on a short track, faster on 
one of those than on anything else. Last 
year we were running good in practice, 
but had an ignition go out in time trials. 
Well, we didn't even make the program. 
Daytona is weird. 

The TTs? Well, I like Peoria, I can do 
good there and I usually make the final if 
the bike is running right. Chris Carr is 
really gonna be tough to beat at Peoria, - 
that race might as well be called the Chris 
Carr National. (Laughs) Castle Rock is 
another weird one. You start on the 
infield, whew, that's different. But Eddie

has some good ideas and has some new 
things cookin’ and we should be there. 
What is it going to take to see Rodney 
Farris finally win his first National in 
“94? 

Well, it’s hard to say. I’ve been training 
real hard all winter. Me and Eddie made 
this trick little sit-up stand. I’m riding as 
often as I can when everything isn’t all 
frozen over. I’m definitely in better shape 
this year than I was before last season. 
Last year I started training after Daytona, 
but I figured that this year I should start 
before. I’ve been doing an aerobics class 
everyday, and I'm fit. 

You do an aerobics class? That seems 
odd for a motorcycle racer. Do all of 
the mirrors bother you? 

Nah. (Laughs) It's funny as hell when 
you mess up and you know you messed 
up. Then you can see how funny you 
look in the mirrors. Then you try to look 
at the girls in front of you to catch your 
beat, but then they're just as messed up 
as you are! That's when you really get 
screwed up. It’s a fun class, though. 
Who will be the toughest this year? 

The Harley-Davidson factory is gonna be 
tough. You can bet Chris Carr will be 
100%. Scotty doesn't need to prove any- 
thing, but he's one of the best and will be 
back with fire in his eyes. Ricky Graham 
will be tough if he has a good motor. If he 
has anything even close to as good as the 
bike ће had last year - which I don't think 
he has - he'll be real fast. Steve Morehead 
is always tough on the half miles, and 
there's a lot of those. That will probably 
be the top four that I'll have to race with. 


Who is your closest racing friend? 
Steve Morehead and I always get along 
great; we have a lot of fun. It's also real- 
ly a shame - I heard that Danny Ingram 
is quitting - he and I were the greatest 
friends. Between Danny and Steve, 
those are the guys I hung around with 
the most. I'm really gonna miss Danny. I 
hope he comes out to watch a few races, 
but I know that will kill him. 

What is the story behind the Gary 
Nixon "star" helmet that you wear? 
Well, I've known Nixon for about as 
long as I've known Eddie. I've worked 
for him before in the shop, and I used to 
ride over at his place when I was little. 
He was just always my idol; he was my 
hero when I was growing up and still is. 
One day he just said, ‘Here, Rodney, 
why don’t you start wearing my 
design?’ I guess everybody has their 
own design, and I wear Nixon’s because 
we're buddies. Everybody notices it, and 
that’s cool. Nixon has always helped me 
- getting sponsors and all that stuff. 
What are your ultimate, long-term 
goals in racing? 

I don’t really have long-term goals. 
What I’m looking forward to doing is 
winning some Nationals this year. I'd 
like to be a challenger for the number 
one plate - give them a run for it and let 
them know I'm here. I just wanna do the 
best I can. I think I can win the champi- 
onship if I get the right breaks. 

How long do you plan to continue rac- 
ing, and what are your plans after you 
retire? 

That's hard to say. Look at Steve and Jay 





Springsteen. Those guys are in their late 
30s and they still go fast. They beat guys 
15 years younger. I'm feeling real com- 
fortable, and I'm training harder than I 
ever have. I'm feeling more comfortable 
than I ever have. 

As far as after racing is concerned, 
I've been doing heating and air condi- 
tioning work in the off-season. I have a 
real nice boss, Richard King, here in 
Winchester that lets me take off all the 
time I need for racing. After I quit rac- 
ing, I'll probably take some classes in 
that kind of stuff. 

How do you want to be remembered, 
as a racer? 

I don't know. How does anybody want 
to be remembered? As 
somebody that was 
there that had an 
impact in racing. As 
someone who helped 
promote the sport. 
This sport is the best 
you have ever seen, 
you know? In dirt 
track the people are 
wonderful. They'll do 
whatever it takes to 
help the next guy. The 
camaraderie is what 
makes it all great. 
Where do you see the 
sport of dirt track 
going, and what 
changes do you think 
need to be made? 

I think the way it's 
going now is bad. In 
my personal opinion, 
when I was growing 
up, the 750cc Grand 
National class was 
what you wanted. 
When I was a kid the 
750 class was your 
dream. But now the 
AMA is bringing in all 
these 600 and 883 class- 
es. They say it's bring- 
ing in the spectators, 
but I don't agree. 
There's guys that are 
parking their 750s and racing the 600s 
and 883s because they figure it's an easier 
class to run, and that takes away from the 
750 class. Then they knocked out the 
Junior class, and that was bad. That was 
the class that brought you up to the level 
of being a 750 Grand National rider. Now 
these other classes drag on all day, and 
that stinks for the spectators. They really 
came out to see the 750 class and they 
have to watch all this other shit. Their 
asses must get tired sitting in those seats 
for eight hours. I know I wouldn't do it. 

Here's an example: when there's a 
chance of rain or something, the AMA 
runs the 750 class first, then runs the 600 
or 883 classes later. As soon as the 750 
class main is over, you can bet that those 
stands empty out. No one cares about 
those (other) races, that's not what they 
come to see. 

The AMA needs to go back to the way 

the Nationals used to be - when I was 
watching Kenny Roberts and all that 
stuff. The races started at 8:00 and they 
were over by 9:30 or 10:00. Then you still 
had time to go to the bars or whatever. 
But now there are so many classes out 
there dragging it along. Going to a 
National is no different than going to a 
regular pro race with 100s of classes. 
What do you predict for yourself this 
season? 
This is gonna be the best year I’ve ever 
had. Definitely. I'm going to start the 
year on a good note and carry my 
momentum from there. I'm looking for 
top three or better.

WICKENBURG, AZ, FEB. 13 
t the opening round of the 
National Enduro circuit, Team 
Suzuki's Steve Hatch proved that 
last year's late-season surge was 
no flash in the pan, as he scored the 
overall win with two points to spare. 
Last year, Hatch won three of the last 
five rounds, finishing a close second to 
teammate Randy Hawkins. Judging by 
his performance in the Arizona desert, 
Hatch is not about to settle for second 
in '94. 

"This is definitely a great way to 
start off the season," said the Suzuki/ 
Moose/Cycle Gear/ Alpinestars/Uni/ 
Bad Betty Squadron/Sunoco/100%/ 
Ceet/Motion Pro/Trelleborg/Bieffe/ 
Thor/FMF/ Acerbis/ RK/Bel-Ray /Jerry 
Bernardo/].T./Pro Taper/Smith-spon- 
sored Hatch. "If I can keep this up, I 
should have a good shot at the title. The 
other guys rode good too, though, and 
it's going to be a long year, because I'm 
also riding the GNCC Series and some 
of the qualifiers." 

The "other guys" Hatch was refer- 
ring to were Kelby Pepper, Randy 
Hawkins and Jeff Russell, who figure to 
be the New Yorker's primary competi- 
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Round 1: Desert Mountain National Enduro |

tion this year. In Arizona, that group 
was broken up by Kawasaki's Ty Davis 
and Danny Hamel, who finished second 
and fifth, respectively; neither intends 
to contest the entire series. Pepper was 
third, with Hawkins fourth and Russell 
sixth. 

The MSR/Metzeler/FMF/O’Neal/ 
Acerbis /Smith/Sidi/Dunlop-spon- 
sored enduro also served as the open- 
ing round of the popular Rocky Moun- 
tain Enduro Circuit, and a healthy 
turnout of nearly 400 riders was on 
hand. The pits were very near to those 
of last year's National Hare Scrambles 
finale, which featured a particularly fast 
course. In contrast, the enduro was 
quite technical, run at a straight-24 mph 
schedule; it included such obstacles as 
rocks, whooped-out sand washes, off- 
camber hills and granite waterfalls, not 
to mention plenty of prickly cactus. 
Rain the week before race day helped 
keep the dust down, but the powdery 
stuff was still a factor. The three-loop 
enduro totaled approximately 150 miles 
with resets, just under 100 without. It 
was the first-ever National for the host- 
ing Arizona Trail Riders, but most 
agreed that the club did an admirable 
job. 

"I rode this enduro last year, when it 
wasn't a National," said KTM's Pepper. 
“Overall, I think they did a really good 


job. The mileage was a little weird on 
the first loop; it would be off one way 
and then off the other way, but they 
always had a pie plate that was right on 
before a check, so they did their job. The 
mileage was perfect on the second and 
third loops." 

Most of the top riders zeroed the 
first two checks, but things tightened 
up and only Hatch and Davis had clean 
cards after the entire first loop. Hatch 
dropped a point at the first check on 
loop two, while everyone else was at 
least two minutes late. This put Davis 
one point down, and at the following 
check, his hopes at the overall were 
seriously jeopardized. 

“I was sitting at a reset, and you 
could see where the trail went up the 
hill,” said Davis. “The riders would dis- 
appear for a second, but it didn't look 
like they were going fast when they 
came back around, so I didn't think 
there was a check there. I decided to get 
a little head start, but I couldn't believe 
it when I saw there was a check there. I 
was already 30 seconds into the minute 
ahead of me!" 

Several riders complained that the 
reset wasn't posted, prompting some 
discussion as to whether or not the 
check should be thrown out. In the end, 
the club decided to count the check. 
Had it been eliminated, Davis and 
Hatch would have tied on points, but 
Hatch would still have come out ahead 
on tie-breaker points. 

"At the second gas, I told Steve that 
he had the enduro won, as long as he 
didn't make any stupid mistakes," said 
Moose Racing's Pete Dennison. 











“Nobody can argue that he has the 
speed, but at the beginning of last sea- 
son, he had a tendency to make mental 
errors, We've worked on that a lot this 
off-season, and Steve did a good job of 
maintaining his concentration." 

Davis gained back a point on Hatch 
in the first special test of loop three. 
Hatch finished the tough third and final 
loop with a total of 12 points dropped, 
with Davis two points back at 14. 

“I just went slow to be fast,” said 
Hatch. ^I tried going fast a couple times 
out there, and ended up scaring myself, 
so I backed off a notch. I had a lot of 
fun; it was a good event." 

“After I burned that check, I figured 
my score was ruined," said Davis. "I 
just pinned it for the rest of the way; I 
couldn't believe I ended up with sec- 
ond." 

Pepper was another two points back 
in third overall, while Hawkins 
dropped 17 points for fourth. “I just had 
a hard time getting a rhythm out there," 
said Hawkins, who rarely wins the sea- 
son opener. "I never really got comfort- 
able all day." 

National Hare & Hound Champion 
Danny Hamel made a strong showing 
by finishing fifth on his KX250, collect- 
ing a total of 19 points. Team KTM's Jeff 
Russell was three more points down in 
sixth, despite some mistreatment by an 
Arizona boulder. 

. "I crashed hard,” said Russell, a for- 
mer National Enduro Champion. "I 
came over one of those blind rises 
where the trail turned, and I hit a big 
rock and went over the bars. Then the 
rock tumbled down and landed on top 
of me." 

Larry Roeseler piloted a KDX200 to 
seventh overall ahead of Jim Gray, with 
Kevin Hines collecting eighth. Hines 
was riding a new Honda CRE260, and 
had a good ride going before running 
out of gas near the end of loop two. 


Hines' business partner, Kevin Davis, 
was kind enough to stop and give the 
former champ a splash of fuel from his 
Honda CRE125. Terry Cunningham and 
Donnie Book completed the top 10 
overall finishers. 

“I crashed and landed right on top of 
a barrel cactus," said Cunnin , dis-

begins to affect us in 
small ways. Getting 
out of bed is just a lit- 
tle tougher in the 
morning, and doing 
that last set in the 
weight room seems 
more of a challenge. 
Maybe you find your- 
self looking more at 
the cholesterol content 
of a particular food 
choice rather than just 
worrying about what it 
tastes like. 

If there is any justice 
to the whole scheme of 
things, it’s that every- 
one, sooner or later, will 
be facing the same fork 
in the road. This explains 
the sudden increase in 
rider turnout in the Vet- 
eran and Senior divisions 
at motorcycling competi- 
tions nationwide. Older 
riders feel more comfort- 
able dicing with members 
their own age than those 
crazy teenagers. We can 
still race with our buddies 
and have some good bench 
racing afterwards, sucking 
down a couple of cold ones 
because “we deserve it.” At 
least age has some rewards. 

Two years ago, we all 
saw Jeff Ward retire from a 
long career in professional 
motocross; he was 31. Last 
year, fellow motocrosser Guy 
Cooper finally decided to call 
it quits; he was 30. It is defi- 
nitely a young man’s sport. 

Older riders stand a little 
more of a chance in the off- 
road world, but still, most of 
the top racers are of the 
younger persuasion. Randy 
Hawkins, Steve Hatch, Jeff Russell, Ty 
Davis, Kelby Pepper, Scott Summers, 
Fred Andrews and Danny Hamel (to 
name just a few) are all under 30 years 
of age. At 32, Kevin Hines is one of the 
oldest riders still considered to be in 
that exclusive “loop.” 

As usual, there is always someone 
who doesn't conform to the natural pro- 
gression of things. In off-road racing, 
that someone is Larry Roeseler, who 
has been a mainstay in the world of off- 
road competition since the late ‘70s. At 
37, he’s still a thorn in the side of the 
top riders in any event he shows up at. 
All good things must come to an end, 
however, and even Roeseler is finally 
beginning to consider slowing down 
(his racing schedule, that is; L.R. never 
gives less than 100% while on a bike). 

We had a chance to sit down with 
Roeseler and discuss his career - the 
accomplishments he has made in the 
past and what he foresees for the future. 
With the ISDE coming back over here 
this year, is Kawasaki committing to

back you for the entire “qualifier” 
series, and give you the same level of 
support in Tulsa that we see in Baja 
every year? 

Yeah, we're definitely going to be pre- 
sent at the Six days this year, and we 
plan on having the support program in 
place at the qualifiers as well. We had a 
really strong program a couple of years 
back, and I introduced the whole effort 
when I started at Kawasaki back in 
1987. The reason we haven't participat- 
ed the last few years is, mainly, it's a 
European-held event. It really doesn't 
justify the cost that we have to put into 
it to become cost-effective in terms of 
advertisement, or generating direct bike 
sales over here in America. Personally, 
I'm pumped, because I've been selected 
12 times to go over there to represent 
my country in the past, and I've accu- 
mulated nine gold medals along the 
way, so I'm definitely looking forward 
to participating and doing well in Okla- 
homa. Our tentative plan is to have me 
develop and compete aboard the just-

released KLX250 four-stroke in the 350 
Four-Stroke division. 

You've ridden a lot of different motor- 
cycles during your career. During your 
tenure at Husqvarna, you were classi- 
fied as a four-stroke expert, and for the 
last few years you've raced just about 
every off-road motorcycle that 
Kawasaki manufactures, including a 
one-off, full-sized KX80 you rode in 
the German Six Days. Of all the bikes 
that you've swung a leg over, which 
one will stand out in your mind as 
your favorite bike? 

Well, that's a tough question. Times 
have changed since back in the Husky 
days. I thought those bikes couldn't be 
topped, but equipment has changed 
because of the influx of improved tech- 
nology, along with riding technique. 
I've been able to re-adapt my particular 
riding style to whatever bike I hap- 
pened to compete on, because as the 
bikes got better, I got better. But in 
answer to your question, the current 
crop of 250 motocrossers like the KX250 
are, by far, the most fun to ride. They're 








all light, nimble and have great power. I . 
still enjoy riding the 500 in Baja-type 
events but I'm small and relatively 
light, and it's a relatively big bike for 
me, so I have to try and manhandle it. 
The 125s are fun to compete on as well, 
but all in all, I like the 250 the best. 
Although I haven't spent very much 
time on the 250 KLX, I feel that it has 
the potential to be a very competitive 
and fun machine, too, and I'm looking 
forward to racing it this year. 
You've stated that you prefer the 
tighter, more technical types of racing, 
like enduros, and you've tasted victory 
in nearly every form of off-road com- 
petition. Still, you always seem to get 
labeled as a desert racer. How do you 
feel about that? 
Yeah, no matter what happens or what 
race I win, I'll always have that title of 
“Desert Racer,” and I’m proud of it 
because that’s where it all started for 
me. But at the same time, over the years 
I feel like I’ve really accomplished a lot. 
I really feel that I’m the most versatile 
rider competing at my level, and I'm 
still the only rider who's won National 
enduros, hare scrambles, hare and 
hounds, qualifiers and Baja races 
numerous times, so l've won just about 
every off-road event out there. Scott 
(Summers) and Kevin (Hines) have 
both been to Baja, but haven't garnered 
the results that I’ve gotten. I don't want 
to come off sounding like I'm bragging 
or anything, I’m just trying to remind 
people of my other accomplishments 
besides my desert titles. Kawasaki's 
really good about mentioning those 
other racing victories whether it's in an 
advertisement or a press release, but 
most of the motorcycling media only 
thinks "Desert Racer" when my name is 
mentioned. The desert racing successes, 
like Baja which I've won nine times, are 
still very important both to Kawasaki's 
overall racing program and mine, 
because it's probably the biggest off- 
road race in the world. I would person- 
ally like to win the Blackwater; I feel 
that would round out my whole career, 
because it's a very difficult event. A win 
there would also help me gain some 
notoriety back East. Even though I've 
won a couple of the Coalinga (Califor- 
nia) National Enduros, most Easterners 
think that event is more of a wide-open 
desert race, because it's in California, 
but any regular National competitor 
would tell you that it's not. I’ve also 
won the Tulsa four-day qualifier a cou- 
ple times and that's definitely. no desert 
race, for sure! 
Why is it that Kawasaki spreads you 
through several different series, rather 
than concentrating your racing abili- 
ties into one or two particular champi- 
onship efforts? 
Well, I think the reasoning behind that 
is that I'm capable of winning so many 
various types of events. Being based in 
California, it's important for me to go to 
events like Baja and other high-profile 
races like that, instead of being restrict- 
ed to only compete in National enduros, 
for example. That would really jeopar- 
dize my availability for events like Baja, 
which Kawasaki feels is important to the 
overall racing program. It's worked for 
us through the years but, yeah, it would 
be nice to have that championship in 
enduros or hare scrambles. All in all, it 
really hasn't been that important to the 
big picture, and it only highlights my 
own versatility. When I first started at 
Kawasaki, I mentioned that I would like 
to compete in the entire National 
Enduro Series and try to win that cham- 
pionship, but now, I'm getting towards 
the end of my career and I understand 
that if I do, I do. But if I don't, it's not 











the end of the world. I feel that I don't 
have anything else to prove to anybody. 
Ijust want to do a good job and try to 
win at the events I do compete in. 
You've just signed a new contract with 
Thor after being away for one year, 
and I understand that it's a little more 
involved than your basic clothing con- 
tract. Could you elaborate on what 
your actual function will be with 
them? 

I'm very excited about rejoining the 
Thor racing program. At this point in 
my career, I’m looking down the road, 
so to speak. I'm obviously not going to 
be a professional racer all my life, so 
within the next few years I want to start 
changing my direction a little bit - like 
what I'm going to be doing on a weekly 
or monthly basis. This was an opportu- 
nity to get back with Thor, and they 
approached me with more or less the 
same ideas in mind. This particular deal 
is long-term so it will benefit both of us, 
and it's definitely more involved than 
your basic, industry-standard "riding 
contract." We've got plans to start up 
some riding schools nationwide, attend 
more trade shows, have me work closer 
with the in-house development team 
and just establish a solid relationship 
where the customer can associate my 
name with Thor, much like they already 
do with Kawasaki. Speaking of Kawasa- 
ki, I've done the same thing with them. 
We've just signed a five-year deal, but 
it’s basically a "forever" contract 
because we both have enjoyed a very 
healthy relationship together and defi- 
nitely want to continue along those 
same lines. I’ve also got the same com- 
mitment from Oakley goggles. 

What's in Larry Roeseler's future over 
the next couple of years? 

Well, the 1994 season will probably be 
basically the same as the last couple of 
years. A lot of racing, with the number- 
one priority (being) to win as many 
races as I can and do a good job for my 
sponsors. I also plan on doing more 
functions where I can meet one-on-one 
with people instead of only at the race 
track - things like trade shows or award 
banquets. After this season, I definitely 
hope to lighten up on my racing sched- 
ule and start attending some of the big- 
ger "local" racing events, getting with 
«clubs and organizations so I can hold a 
riding seminar or something of that 
nature in conjunction with a particular 
event. I'm also trying to possibly work 
my way into a desert off-road truck rac- 
ing team - much like Dan Smith did a 
couple of years back. By no means 
would I jeopardize my relationships 
with my motorcycling sponsors, 
because they're the ones who've gotten 
me this far in my career. It would just 
be an opportunity to still go racing, but 
in a different environment than what 
I've been around so far. I’m not interest- 
ed in following Rick Johnson's lead and 
starting to race the Mickey Thompson 
Stadium series, but much like he's 
using his expertise in stadium racing 
and adapting it to his new truck-racing 
career, I’m looking more at a Baja-type 
of deal where I can use the skills that 
I've acquired racing in deserts all these 
years. I’ve also got my own business, 
LR Racing, which I would like to start 
becoming more involved with once my 
racing schedule slows down a bit. Right 
now, I do suspension work and offer 
bolt-on attachments like waterpump 
guards and disc protectors - just for 
Kawasakis as it stands now, but when I 
get a little more time, I'd like to expand 
to include products for the other manu- 
facturers as well. 

Of all the people that you've competed 
against in your long career, who would 


you say were your most formidable 
opponents? 

Well, I'd have to say I actually have 
quite a few riders in mind. Years ago, 
there was one rider who comes to mind 
right off the bat - Mitch Mayes. He was 
a desert competitor, as well as a riding 
partner in a couple of Baja efforts. He 
was also a fierce racer who didn't like 
to lose, and was a very dedicated per- 
son because of that. He taught me a lot 
about training, riding and tactics. As for 
currently...since I've been around such 
a long time, I've seen a lot of riders 
come and go, but two riders come to 
my mind - Danny Hamel and Scott 
Summers. When it comes to hare and 
hound competition and desert racing, 
Danny Hamel is definitely the man to 
beat. He's young, knows what he wants 
and is a very focused competitor. I 
haven't really raced too often head-to- 
head with Scott Summers, but the few 
times I have, he's been a very strong 
competitor; being a champion, he 
knows how to win. So you can't count 
him out, especially with his track 
record, because he definitely has the 








desire to win. Off the track, he's a com- 
plete gentleman and a true asset to his 
profession. He really impresses me with 
the seemingly endless promoting that 
he does off the track to increase aware- 
ness of the sport. There are riders that 
you can tell will be around for a while, 
(who) really, deep down inside, love 
the sport of motorcycling. There are 
quite a few competitors who fall into 
this category, especially in the off-road 
arm of competition, and I truly hope 
my peers and the fans look at me as one 
of these select few. I’ve been doing this 
all my life and I owe a lot to the motor- 
cycling world. 

What is your opinion on the influx of 
motocrossers currently shifting their 
careers into the off-road scene? 

I don't think it's going to hurt anything. 
It's going to bring (off-road racing) up 
to the next level, and it's already made 
the competition more serious, but only 
for the guys who are really trying to 
make it with corporate sponsors and 
make some money. It can work for 
everybody, but in any sport there will 
be confrontations, so that'll never disap- 
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pear. Bringing up riders like Fred 
Andrews, Ty Davis, Rodney Smith and 
especially Guy Cooper can only get us 
more recognition, which will only help 
everyone. It’s not as easy as it appears, 
as any of those guys I just mentioned 
would attest to, so with them coming in 
and us "regular" off-roaders holding 
our own, it gives us some credibility. 
Hopefully, in the long run, it will bring 
in more riders, be more competitive, 
and maybe someday it won't be such a 
dream (for the U.S.) to actually do well 
at the Six Days - much like it's a forgone 
conclusion we always win the 
Motocross des Nations. The moto- 
crossers coming in can only push the 
level of professionalism upward, and I 
think it's great. 

Although off-road motorcycle compe- 
tition is considered an "amateur" 
sport, you - along with a handful of 
other competitors - have managed to 
actually make a comfortable living at 
it. What would be your advice to any 
aspiring racer who wants to follow in 
your footsteps? 

Yeah, I’ve been very lucky. I’ve never 
actually worked at a “real” job; I’ve 
always raced motorcycles for a living. 
There is more hope for these younger 
riders now, than when I started out, 
because it's definitely becoming a more 
professional sport. I feel the riders 
nowadays have the advantage because 
they are being educated about the pro- 
fessionalism you have to show at this 
level in the sport - being friendly, 
approachable, answering questions, 
maintaining a clean image and things of 
that nature. Years ago, we all suffered 
in the motorcycling community from 
the "biker" image, but thanks to a lot of 
work on everyone's part, that's not our 
image anymore. That means that poten- 
tial advertisers aren't scared away, and 
we now look like a viable area for them 
to invest their advertising dollars. A 
perfect example of this is Tommy Nor- 
ton, who attracted an outside sponsor 
(Mirage Studios) into this sport. 
Because of his ability to speak well with 
people, he's definitely a role model for 
the aspiring racers to look up to. Yes, 
there is hope for them, too. The main 
thing to remember is that you can't 
come into this sport thinking you're 
going to become a millionaire, because 
you're not. But the bottom line is that 
it'S supposed to be good, clean fun, a 
family-oriented sport, and if you keep 
that in mind, there's a lot to learn from 
it. If I had to do it all over again, I 
wouldn't have changed a thing. It's 
been a great career, and when I have 
kids, I won't hesitate to introduce the 
sport to them. Sure, it's a little danger- 
ous, but walking across the street is just 
as dangerous. 

Who has been the most helpful in your 
long and successful career? 

Truly, being associated with the 
Kawasaki Team Green effort has been a 
dream come true for me, and it's really 
been a whole second career. When I 
first started riding for them in 1987, 
things weren't looking too good for me. 
I had ridden for Yamaha and Husqvar- 
na and already won a lot, but since my 
relationship with Kawasaki, we have 
changed the whole off-road image to 
where it's at today, which is a long 
ways (from what it was). It's also 
brought me an opportunity to really 
appreciate motorcycling and the whole 
sport. I’d like to thank all my sponsors 
for all their support, and I'd also like to 
thank the sport itself - the people. I get a 
lot of letters - from kids and the older 
riders, who thank me for being out 
there and being an inspiration for them 
- which means a lot to me. ex

Metzger narrowly avoided 
a second-turn pile-up which claimed 
Allan Dyck, Ray Hensley, Greg Schmell 
and Chris Ridgeway. Upton kept a level 
head despite the fact that he was riding 
in extreme pain. 

“I hurt my shoulder real bad at the 
supercross in Anaheim,” Upton said. I 
had a couple of Cortisone shots last 
week but my shoulder is still very sore.” 

Near the halfway point, a three-way 
battle for second erupted between 
Chamberlain, Metzger and Decker. 
Metzger gave way to Decker for third in 
a very rutted section of the course. 
Decker then put his machine-like riding 
style to work and dogged Chamberlain 
for the remainder of the race. Chamber- 
lain blocked each and every pass 
attempt to finish second in the moto 
behind Upton. 

It was questionable if Upton would 
ride the second 125cc Pro moto after he 
suffered a serious crash in the first 250cc

Pro moto, but Upton was on the line. 
Canoy and Upton shared the spotlight 
at the start of the second 125cc Pro 
moto, but three turns into the race 
Upton suddenly pulled over and called 
it quits for the day, obviously too sore to 
continue. Chamberlain stalked Canoy 
for two laps before zapping him for the 
lead. Decker followed Chamberlain’s 
lines and took over second. Canoy 
dropped back to third, and began to bat- 
tle with Metzger while Decker kept the 
pressure on Chamberlain, poking a 
wheel inside practically every lap, but 
couldn't find the line to pass. 

During the final lap, a seemingly 
frustrated Decker gave up the chase and 
settled for second. Metzger got the best 
of Canoy for third, while Canadian 
Allan Dyck completed the top five. 

Chamberlain prevailed in both out- 
ings of the 250cc Pro class, with an obvi- 
ously disappointed Decker settling for 
second overall and Kim Ashkenuzy fin- 
ishing third. сх

Balashov blazes -

ussian Alexander Balashov main- 
B tained his devastating form in the 

World Ice Racing Grand Prix, domi- 
nating both days' racing during rounds 
three and four at Eisstadion Inzell, in 
Inzell, Germany. Balashov dropped only 
one point in the qualifying heats on Sat- 
urday night, then followed it the next 
day with a faultless 15-point maximum. 


Balashov dropped his only point to 
fellow countryman and new rising star 
Viatcheslav Nikulin. In a thrilling race, 
which saw the lead change several 
times over the four-lap heat, Nikulin 
and Balashov came out of the final turn 
with Nikulin on the inside. In the final 
dash for the finish, Nikulin's better 
position gave him the edge over Bal- 
ashov. 

Balashov's only disappointment 
was that the final heat on Saturday 
night was cancelled after a floodlight 
failure occurred as the riders came up 
to the start. Because of a similar prob- 
lem earlier in the meeting which 
delayed proceedings for half an hour, 
the officials wanted to run the race 
prior to Sunday's round. However, 
Balashov and the other finalists, 
Ivanov, Serenius and Svensson, decid- 
ed to split the $50,000 prize money and 
share the Grand Prix points, taking 17 
points each. 

Saturday night's racing was marred 
by a serious accident in heat 16 when 
Sweden's John Fredricksson and home 
star Michael Lang collided. Fredricksson 
was leading the race when he hit a rut 
coming out of turn four. Lang, who was 
on Fredricksson's inside, found himself 
alongside the Swede's riderless machine 
with it's rider trapped between the two 
bikes. Fredricksson was dragged 
beneath the wheels of both machines, 
causing serious lacerations to his left 
arm and both thighs. Fredricksson was 
rushed to the hospital for emergency 
surgery. 

On Sunday, veteran Swede Per-Olaf 
Serenius showed that, as the oldest 
man in the field, his enviable record of 
championship appearances has sharp- 
ened his edge. He managed a cred- 
itable joint-first on Saturday, and third 
place on Sunday, which made up for 
his poor showing in the opening 
rounds. He now lies in fourth place 
overall. 

Nikulin, who has burst onto the 
international scene this season, showed 
that he has little respect for reputations, 
summarily passing riders who are con- 
sidered better than he. The mechanic 
from Vladivostock was overwhelmed by 
his reception when he finished second 
after Sunday's round. His 30 points 
from the weekend put him in seventh 
place overall.

Ray Crumb started near the front in 
heat two and grabbed the holeshot off 
the start, but Shaun Kalos, the '93 series 
runner-up, soon caught up to him and 
the two riders waged war for the entire 
heat, with Crumb prevailing. 

Brooks' poor heat-race finish meant 
that he would be starting up front in the 
10-lap main event while Lewis, Healey 
and Kalos would start further back. At 
the start, Australian Kim Ashkenuzy 
grabbed the point and led Brooks and 
Lewis for several laps before Brooks was 
able to wrestle the lead away. Mean- 
while, Healey was charging through the 
pack and managed to catch Brooks and 
Ashkenuzy near midrace. Healey was 
clearly going fast, and it looked as 
though he might take the lead. But dis- 
aster struck as Healey endoed over a 
double jump approaching the corner for 
the finish line, came up short and suf- 
fered a nasty, high-speed get-off. Healey 
was shaken, but he would return to the 
action and finish 11th. With three laps to 
£o, Lewis disposed of Ashkenuzy and 
set off after Brooks. Lapped traffic 
brought Lewis to Brooks' rear wheel 
and forced a last-lap showdown 
between the teammates that Brooks won 
by a mere bikelength at the finish. Lewis 
finished second, but will leave Anaheim 
with the series points lead. Ashkenuzy 
hung on for third over Ryan Carlisle 
and Jim Holley. єх

Brandes, Holland 
battle to Golden 
State MX glory

ichael Brandes posted first overall 
M in the 125 and 250cc Pro classes 

during round three of the CMC 
North Golden State Nationals at Sacra- 
mento Raceway, while Rusty Holland 
earned the runner-up position in the 125 
and 250cc Pro contests and also topped 
the 500cc Pro class. 

Almost 300 riders were on hand to 
vie for a share of the prizes and contin- 
gency money at this round, which had 
been rescheduled due to severe January 
storms. But today riders and fans 
enjoyed perfect spring-like conditions. 





All together, 17 races plus qualifiers 
were held on a course that offered a 
challenging layout for the racers and an 
excellent view of the action for the fans. 
As a bonus, riders took home a Golden 
State Nationals hat courtesy of Sacra- 
mento Raceway, in honor of the race 
facility's 25th anniversary. 

The 250cc Pro class started with a 
Rick Ryan holeshot, as Holland, Casey 
Johnson, Spud Walters, Jeff Pestana and 
Brandes gave chase. With a full gate of 
pros, the action was hot and furious 
with good dicing all the way back to 
20th place. Ryan completed lap one with 
the lead, but his turn in first soon ended, 
as Holland powered around him to take 
the lead on lap two, then Johnson 
passed Holland to move into the second 
spot. Ryan was third, with a charging 
Pestana moving up to fourth. 

Johnson's tenure on the leaderboard 
came to a crashing halt on lap three; 
Johnson wasn't injured in the fall, but 
did not continue. With Johnson out, Pes- 
tana moved to third and kept the pres- 
sure on Ryan. 

By midrace, Holland was firmly in 
control on his CPE-backed Suzuki. Pes- 
tana eventually passed Ryan to snag 
second, which he held to the checkered 
flag. Ryan, Brandes, and Walters filled 
out the top five. 

Ryan rocketed into the lead again to 
start moto two, but Brandes was sharp 
and knifed past Ryan to take the lead. 
Brandes pulled away from the field and 
enjoyed a suprisingly large lead at the 
end of lap one. Ryan and Pestana bat- 
tled again for the second spot with 
Johnson, Walters and Tyson Vohland 
also in the hunt. Holland had started 
well back in the pack but worked his 
way up to sixth by lap two. Out front 
Brandes was flawless, staying out of 
reach of the dice for second between 
Pestana and Ryan, with Johnson and 
Vohland close behind. 

At the white flag, Johnson railed 
past Ryan to take second place, and 
Holland found an opening to lay claim 
to fourth ahead of Vohland. Brandes 
styled at the finish jump to celebrate 
first overall with Johnson second, and 
Ryan, Holland and Vohland third 
through fifth. 

In the 125cc Pro feature, the 
NCY/Yoko-sponsored Vohland led the 
first moto with Brandes, Ryan, Butch 
Smith and Greg Tirheimer in pursuit. 
The top five positions remained 
unchanged for the first four laps while 
the attention turned to Holland, who 
was mounting an incredible charge 
through the pack after completing lap 
one in 15th. Holland's attack lasted two 
laps leaving most of the field in his 
wake, with Tirhiemer the final victim. 
Out front, Vohland and Brandes put on 
a good show, but the confident Brandes 
took the lead for good on lap four. From 
there, the leaders held their positions to 
the checkered flag. 

Holland gated well in moto two and 
went on to lead all six laps for an easy 
win. Smith, Brandes, Walters and Ryan 
assumed second through fifth positions 
where they remained unchanged for the 
duration of the moto, with the exception 
of a last-lap pass by Ryan over Walters. 
Pestana put in another consistent race to 
post 6-6 finishes for sixth overall. 

In the 500cc class, Holland was | 
unstoppable - he led every lap of both 
motos to win handily over Rick Ryan 
and Keith Mayes. oN

ot one winner, but four, emerged 
N from the Beaucaire motocross in 

southern France, the most presti- 
gious warm-up race for GP riders - and 
three of them were American. Chester- 
field Yamaha duo Bob Moore and 
Donny Schmit shared the moto wins 
with Frenchman Frederic Bolley, but 
Tallon Vohland's consistency netted 
him the overall win. 

Track conditions were far from per- 
fect. The torrential rain which had caused 
widespread flooding in the area this win- 
ter had ceased just one week before the 
race, and the track, which is set out on 
high ground and drains well, turned into 
a dust bowl as organizers shied away 
from watering it, fearing new storms. 

Belgian sand ace Werner De Wit was 
completely at home on the slick surface, 
but Moore was past him on the opening 
lap of moto one and quickly ran away 
with the race. Marnicq Berovets was an 
equally. unchallenged second as the rest 
of the riders peered through the fine 
dust which hung in the air after the 
wind dropped. Ron Lechien held third 
for a couple of laps before Stefan Everts 
got past him, and then Schmit came up 
to challenge Lechien. The two Ameri- 
cans collided and were lucky to escape 
further harm when Brit Paul Cooper

landed on their stranded bikes. Vohland 
stepped up to finish fourth behind 
Moore, Bervoets and Everts. 

Lechien was present for moto two 
but, battered and bruised, could do no 
more than circulate near the back of the 
track before quitting for the day. Schmit 
could not consider coming out for race 
two as he had suffered a concussion and 
sore shoulder in the crash. Bolley won 
after he caught and passed Paul Malin 
on the last lap. The Honda-mounted 
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Vohland crept up on Italy's Andrea Bar- 
tolini to finish third and prevent a Yama- 
ha 1-2-3 finish. Moore was less lucky at 
the start of moto two and finished 11th, 
after falling early in the moto. 

Going into the last race, the overall 
situation was wide open. Bolley led 
with 30 points, but Malin and Vohland 
were tied with 28; Bervoets had 26, and 
Moore and Everts each had 25. 

Schmit made a surprise appearance 
in the final moto, shooting out of the 





gate and through the opening turn first. 
Schmit's closest challenger was defend- 
ing 250cc World Champion Greg Alber- 
tyn, but Albertyn would fall and finish 
eighth. Schmit went on to win, followed 
by Yves Demaria, Everts and Vohland, 
who secured the overall win by virtue of 
his 4-3-4 performances.

Davis dazzles at

cott Davis earned wins in both the 
S 125 and 250cc Intermediate classes 

during round four of the CMC 
North Golden State Nationals at 
Marysville's Riverfront Park. 

It was far from easy for the 
PJ1/Wiseco/PowerBar / Donnie Hansen 
MX Academy-backed Davis, as his wins 
came only after repeated battles with 
Chad Burleson. 

The 125cc Intermediate race began 
with Cory Bauder in front followed by 
Cory Fuller, Burleson, Davis and Ian 
Radich. Bauder held the lead for two 
laps but lost control and visited some of 
the thick track-side berry bushes that 
grow near the river, losing valuable time 
in the process. 

Fuller inherited the lead, but his 
Yamaha reportedly suffered a seized 
engine on lap four, and he handed the 
lead to Burleson. Meanwhile, Davis 
closed on Burleson and dogged him to 
the finish. Burleson held the final 
advantage, but only by the narrowest of 
margins. Radich, Ryan Leach and Dan 
Barnett survived the teugh, eight-lap 
race to claim the remaining top posi- 
tions. 

Bauder was quick off the line again 
in moto two with Davis second, and 
Burleson, Fuller and Radich in tow. 
Fuller moved around Burleson to take 
second on lap two and held fast to the 
position until the final lap when 
Burleson reclaimed it. Bauder's lead 
lasted until lap five when the finish-line 
rockers got the best of him. After com- 
ing to a complete stop, Bauder restarted 
in eighth, well behind the new leaders. 
Davis found hot lines once out front, 
and he cruised to the finish to claim the 
win followed by Burleson and Leach. 

In the 250cc Intermediate first moto, 
Burleson blasted the start and led the 
pack around the first turn with Davis 
and Leach leading the rest of the field. 
Burleson held on for three laps, but 
Davis was not to be denied and took the 
lead on exiting the sandy back section. 

"| love that stuff back there - it's 
great," Davis said. "There's a couple of 
really steep jumps followed by a double. 
It's the best part of the track." 

While Davis was secure out front, 
Burleson's troubles continued. Leach 
first challenged for two laps then finally 
passed, dropping Burleson to third. That 
order remained constant for the remain- 
der of the moto with Brent Wurz and 
Shad Echelberger posting fourth and 
fifth, respectively. 





Davis nearly lost the overall in the 
250cc class before the second moto even 
began when his Kawasaki suddenly 
developed a flat just prior to the start. 

^My race was ready to go to the line 
when we noticed the flat," Davis said. 
“My mechanic, Jake Marks, did a fast 
tire change and somehow got the bike to 
the line just in the nick of time. I owe it 
all to Marks for the win." 

Davis hit the track flying with a sec- 
ond-moto holeshot, and was pursued by 
Burleson and Leach. The top three set a 
pace unmatched by the rest of the field, 
with Davis showing the fast way around 
the track. The raging Intermediates tore 
up the track for eight laps, but the order 
remained Davis first, Burleson second 
and Leach third, both for the moto and

arc Colomer, second in the World 
M Trials Championship last year, 

defeated reigning World Champi- 
on Jordi Tarres en route to the win at the 
17th annual Solo Moto Indoor Trial at 
the Palau Olimpic Sant Jordi in 
Barcelona, Spain. 

About 11,000 fans watched six quali- 
fied riders take part in the event; Colom- 
er, Tarres and Joan Pons made up the 
Spanish contingent and were joined by 
Donato Miglio of Italy, Tommi Ahvala 
of Finland and Steve Colley of Great 
Britain. The riders had to negotiate nine 
technical zones, proving their abilities 
on the lift jump, their speed; and their 
trials-track skills. 

Tarres and Colomer were the riders 
to watch from the very first round. Tar- 
res led the standings, after finishing the 
first nine areas non-stop, with only three 
points in technical penalties - nine less 
than Colomer. But Colomer had only 
incurred two points for time whereas 








Tarres picked up seven. Going into the 
speed zones, the two riders were sepa- 
rated by four points. 

Tarres took control in the Speed 
Zone, but in the Ability Zone he fell to 
the track and picked up five points, los- 
ing another point to Colomer, who fin- 
ished that zone without difficulty. Later, 
on the trials track, Colomer fell, but was 
able to preserve his points lead. 

The three best riders qualified for a 
run-off to determine the winner of the 
event. Tarres, Colomer and Miglio were 
the top three, but the battle for the win 
quickly came down to Tarres and 
Colomer. The trial was finally decided 
in the speed zones, where Colomer 
asserted himself and beat Tarres by one 
point. Colomer maintained the points 
advantage through the final trials-track 
stage to defeat Tarres and add another 
World Cup victory to his resume. 

"I'm very happy to win this here in 
Barcelona, at home in front of my fans," 
Colomer said. ^I hope this will be the 
first step of a successful year." с

Nutter nails Clemson AX

Yamaha-Kawasaki of Johnson City /TN/Pro- 
Circuit/Gear/Scott/Works Connection-spon- 
sored Mike Nutter was the king of the 250cc A 
class, as 200 riders from nine states converged 
on the T. Ed Garrison Arena at Clemson Univer- 
sity to do arenacross battle in round four of the 
AMA Interstate Cycles/Carolina Scrap Proces- 
sors Carolina Indoor Winter Series. Victory 
Sports personnel and arena staff were pleased at 
the turnout of both racers and spectators, con- 
sidering the weather. Thursday night an ice 
storm nearly immobilized the entire eastern 
seaboard, making travel difficult if not impossi- 
ble, and plunging many areas into the dark 
when trees and ice felled power lines. 

Nutter finished second in both his 125cc A 
and 250cc A qualifiers. In the 125cc A, Kevin 
Walker took the win in the first qualifier fol- 
lowed by Nutter, A-class rookie Chad Newton, 
Marcus Cannon and Michael Bear. 

In the 125cc A main, Bobby Stovall and 
Shane Templeton vaulted to the front at the 
drop of the gate and camped out there. Nutter 
gated third and kept up the pace of the front- 
runners until halfway through the 12-lap event, 
when he dropped his Yamaha in the whoops. 
Canadian Bill Wallin, Walker and Chuck Shirley 
filled out the top five. 

When it came time for the 250cc A main, 
Nutter had been able to analyze his mistake and 
was determined not to repeat it. So determined 
was he that he blasted out of the gate nearly in 
tandem with Templeton. Stovall was close at 
hand. For three laps, Templeton set a blistering 
pace, but at the end of the third lap his Suzuki 
took a bad hop in the set of small jumps leading 








over of the back section to the finish-line table- 
top. Templeton's rear tire swung 90 degrees to 
the right, at speed, flinging him to the ground. 
Disbelievingly, Nutter took over the lead. Judg- 
ing from past performances, Nutter should have 
faded to fourth, fifth, maybe even sixth, but not 
tonight. Nutter decided he would stay, and no 
amount of pressure from Stovall and Gaylon 
Dickson could dislodge him. Lap after lap, Sto- 
vall ducked to the inside, powered to the out- 
side, danced over the whoops and sailed over 
the monster infield double, all to no avail - he 
couldn't crack Nutter's defense. At the finish, 
Nutter and Stovall hopped onto the tabletop a 
mere bikelength apart, finishing 1-2, and 
exchanged high-fives at the track exit after the 
race. Dickson finished third, with Templeton a 
close fourth, and Wallin \ completed the top five.

TUCSON, AZ, FEB. 6 
Frank Febbo showed no signs of the serious back 
injuries he suffered a few years ago as he cap- 
tured the winning trophy in the 250cc Intermedi- 
ate class at Mountain View Off-Road Raceway.

amel Motorcycle Week is 

upon us again and, as

months of supercross. This day usually 
runs smoothly, with the exception of the 
mad dash to the Gainesville airport that 
evening.

California. 

Still tired from a day at the track, I 
often work late into the evening writing 
the MX report and, after only a few 
winks of sleep, it's off to Daytona for the 
AHRMA Vintage Road Races. In order 
to allow me to catch a few Zs, Kinney 
usually handles the four-hour drive to 
Daytona Beach. For those of you who 
have never driven in a rental car with 
Mr. jones, let me just say that I usually 
don't get much sleep. Adrenaline rushes 
have a funny way of keeping you 
awake. 

After a full day at the vintage races, 
it's time to rest and catch up on lost 
sleep. Each year, however, the same 
Monday night ritual takes place. As sure 
as clockwork, ad guy /vintage bike 
guru/party animal Terry Pratt will 
phone just as I begin to doze off... 
"Sleep? What are you talking about?

The places that we visit. . . well, let’s 
just say that I hope my wife doesn’t call 
on the cellular phone while we're there. 
(“But honey, they do have a ‘band-aid 
law’ in Florida!") 

The next two days are relatively easy, 
with the exception of the annual Alliga- 
tor Enduro. During my first visit to Day- 
tona, the start of the "Alligator" was 
changed for the first time in years. On 
the evening before the event, I asked a 
Cycle Week veteran where the start was. 
He assured me that it was “just on the 
other side of the speedway," but the 
next morning I quickly discovered that 
he had been unaware of the location 
change. Panicked, I returned to the hotel 
lobby, hoping to see a familiar face. 
Enter Mr. Larry Maiers. Though I had 
never before met the television motor- 
sports show host, I was desperate. 





"Excuse me, Mr. Maiers, do you know 
where the start of the Alligator Enduro 
is?" 

Big mistake. 

“Boy, it’s 10 after nine, and the 
enduro started at nine!" teased Maiers 
with a deep chuckle. Larry did go on to 
fill me in as best he could, but I don't 
think I'll ever hear the end of that one. 

Anxious to at least see the late- 
minute riders start, I did my best Kin- 
ney Jones impression as I raced down 
the seemingly deserted swampland 
highways. Why is it that guys who 
always drive wild get away with it, and 
the one time I decide to pin it, I get 
caught?

After listening to my story, the 
patrolman was nice enough to site me 
for 70 mph, though I had been pushing 
the triple-digit mark. With a smile, he 
pointed me in the right direction and 
assured me that the citation wouldn't be 
transferred back to California.

Last year, my "Alligator experience" 
proved just as interesting. Because of 
heavy rains prior to the event, the start 
was again moved at the last minute.

I eventually 
found it, some 20 feet away in a small 
bush.

This year, however, I've 
elected to stay an extra day in order to 
witness what looks to be one of the most 
exciting races ever. Eddie Lawson, Doug 
Polen and Scott Russell? Count me in. 

And don't worry, I'm not planning
